Kerry: Support for Missouri 
amendment was a mistake

I n an interview last week, Senator John 
Kerry, the Democratic nominee for presi¬ 
dent, said his statement in August that Mis¬ 
souri voters “did the right thing” in passing 
a state constitutional amendment prohibiting 
gay marriage was a mistake. The amendment, 
which voters overwhelmingly approved, bars 
same-sex marriage and does not explicitly cre¬ 
ate the right to civil unions, as does a proposed 
Massachusetts constitutional amendment. 

“I was not aware. I was unbriefed and I 
thought it was the same amendment we had in 
Massachusetts,” Kerry said Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 9 during an interview in Des Moines, Iowa. 

Kerry also addressed other issues during the 
session, but his statement on the Missouri 
amendment marked a contrast to his earlier 
stated support for the gay marriage ban in that 
state. 

No major party presidential nominee has 
ever granted the gay media an interview during 
the general election campaign; but last Thurs¬ 
day Kerry agreed to two separate face-to-face 
interviews with the gay media. This reporter - 
a veteran gay journalist arrcf independent free¬ 
lancer based in the Boston area - conducted 
one for LGBT newspapers around the country. 
The other, for the Advocate , was conducted by 
the magazine’s news editor Chad Graham. Both 
interviews were conducted separately and were 
strictly limited to 15 minutes, with only one 
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Democratic presidential candidate Senator John Kerry in Des Monies, Iowa 
on September 9, just before his interviews with gay media representatives. 



Schwarzenegger 
signs first LGBT bill

SF GOP snubs

G overnor Arnold Schwarzenegger on Mon¬ 
day, September 13 signed into law his first 
gay rights bill, one requiring insurance 
companies to extend their policies to registered do¬ 
mestic partners in the same way they cover spouses. 

Authored by out lesbian Assemblywoman 
Christine Kehoe (D-San Diego), Assembly Bill 2208 
amends the insurance, health, and safety codes to 
prohibit insurance providers that offer health, life, 
homeowner, renters, and auto insurance coverage 
from issuing policies or plans that discriminate 
against registered domestic partners. 

“We’re very pleased he signed the bill,” Kehoe 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I think it will help reg¬ 
istered domestic partners in California obtain 
cheaper and better insurance coverage.” 

“This insurance act is the first of its kind in the nation,” Geoffrey Kors, Equality 
California’s executive director, told the B.A.R. “What it does is, basically you can’t sell 
insurance that doesn’t give equally to domestic partners. Now hundreds of thousands 
of people have access who otherwise would not.” 

“We would have been surprised if he did not sign the bill,” said Shannon Minter, 
legal director at the National Center for Lesbian Rights. “It’s very straightforward and 
consistent with his prior support for full equality. It’s a very important but incremen¬ 
tal extension of existing law.” 

Kors agreed. 

“The governor has stated that he supports giving domestic partners full equality 
under California law. This brings same-sex couples one step closer,” he said. 

Several staff attorneys at NCLR worked closely with Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucation Fund, EQCA, Insurance Commissioner John Garamendi, and Kehoe in draft¬ 
ing the legislation. The bill was supported by labor, business, civil rights, and LGBT or¬ 
ganizations, including the Lambda Letters Project. Boyce Hinman, chief lobbyist for 
Lambda Letters, said that the group delivered over 21,300 letters and e-mail messages

J oel Springer III, a gay Republican San 
Francisco school board candidate, says 
he lost his party’s endorsement as pay¬ 
back for the national Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans’ decision not to support President 
Bush’s re-election. 

After being recruited in the spring by the 
local GOP to run in the nonpartisan race, 
Springer failed to secure the necessary votes 
during the party’s endorsement meeting 
Wednesday, September 8. The meeting took 
place one day after the national gay Republi¬ 
can group opted to withhold its endorsement 
from the president. 

“I think it is too much of a coincidence - 
the juxtaposition of national’s nonendorse¬ 
ment the same day that I attend the meeting 
on Wednesday night,” said Springer, who is 
vice president of the San Francisco Log Cabin 
chapter. 

While other candidates seeking the San 
Francisco Republican Party’s nod were asked 
several questions by central committee mem¬ 
bers, Springer said he was asked only one 
question during the endorsement meeting: 
Are you supporting the president? 

“The woman who asked the question 
prefaced it with ‘I know this isn’t a school 
board question’ and then she asked the ques¬ 
tion,” said Springer, who owns a condo in the 
Castro. “I said ‘Yes, it isn’t a school board 
question, but yes, I will answer it. My answer

was something like ‘I am a lifelong Republi¬ 
can. I would like to support the president but, 
after the State of the Union address, I regret I 
can’t.’”

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Nitke in town to 
promote censorship suit

M photographer Barbara 
Nitke will be in San Francis- 
% co during the week preceding 
the Folsom Street Fair (September 
18-26) to discuss her work and 
drum up support and funds for her 
pending lawsuit against the federal 
Communications Decency Act. 

Although parts of the CDA 
were overturned by the U.S. 
Supreme Court in June 1997^fter 
a challenge by the American Civil 
Liberties Union, provisions allow¬ 
ing “local community standards” 
to be used to define obscenity on 
the Internet remain in effect. 

Nitke and the National Coali¬ 
tion for Sexual Freedom chal¬ 
lenged the law in December 2002, 
and in March 2003 a three-judge 
panel for the Southern District of 
New York ruled that the plaintiffs 
could go forward with their law-

suit. Nitke v. Aschroft is scheduled 
to be heard before the U.S. District 
Court in New York City starting in 
late October. 

Numerous LGBT, civil liber¬ 


ties, adult industry, and sexual 
freedom advocates have filed am¬ 
icus briefs in the case or will be 
serving as expert witnesses. 

The plaintiffs argue that the re¬ 
maining provisions of the CDA 
could lead to prosecution of indi¬ 
viduals and groups that operate 
Web sites featuring sexually ex¬ 
plicit material. 

“The CDA statute could de¬ 
prive artists and educators of one 
of the last venues we have for dis¬ 
playing, discussing, and selling 
sexually frank material,” said 
Nitke, a faculty member at New 
York’s School of Visual Arts who 
maintains a Web site featuring her 
sexually explicit photography. “I 
live in fear of prosecution because 
my photographs could be deemed 
obscene in some communities.” 

“Local community definitions 
of what is obscene vary dramati¬ 
cally” said John Wirenius, attor¬ 
ney for the plaintiffs. “The First 
Amendment does not allow any 
one locality to impose its morali¬ 
ty on the nation.” 

Plaintiffs and witnesses are ex¬ 
pected to argue that there are no 
technological means currently avail¬ 
able for complying with the CDA, 
since it is not possible to monitor or 
control where Web site visitors come 
from. They will also make the case 
that sexually explicit speech con¬ 
cerning alternative sexual practices 
carries social and artistic value. 

Local photographer Mark I. 
Chester and Dr. Carol Queen’s new 
nonprofit Center for Sex and Cul¬ 
ture will host a series of events fea¬ 
turing Nitke during her West Coast 
visit. Proceeds from all events will 
benefit the CDA lawsuit. 

This Saturday, September 18, 
there will be an opening party for 
“Sex, Art 8c Politics,” a show fea¬ 
turing SM/fetish photography by 
Nitke, Michael Blue and Midori, 
and emerging lesbian photogra¬ 
pher Shilo McCabe. The artists 
will be present and the party will 
feature performances and a book¬ 
signing. The event runs from 8 
p.m. to midnight at the Mark I. 
Chester Studio at 1229 Folsom 
Street (donation $5-10). 

On Sunday, Nitke will present 
a slide show entitled “A Romantic 
View of SM,” and will discuss her 
work as a photographer and the 
pending lawsuit at an event spon¬ 
sored by the Society of Janus. The 
presentation will take place from 
2 to 4 p.m. at the San Francisco 
Citadel, 245 8th Street ($15 for the

rack stars they may not be, 
but hundreds of Bay Area 
residents have used their leg 
muscles to raise millions for local 
and worldwide AIDS efforts. 

Since 2001, when the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation teamed up 
with Walk the Talk Productions, a 
for-profit commercial fundraiser 
based in Washington, D.C. with a 
local office in Oakland, to create 
an AIDS marathon fundraising 
program, close to $10.1 million 
has been raised. 

The company oversees the Na¬ 
tional AIDS Marathon Training 
Program. Each weekend in parks 
throughout the Bay Area, pro¬ 
gram employees help runners 
ramp up their ability to run 20- 
plus mile marathons. Similar pro¬ 
grams are held in Washington 
D.C., Los Angeles, and Chicago, 
raising money for local AIDS 
agencies in those cities. 

“I was not a runner,” said 
Denise Hadley, 44, a psychologist 
from San Jose who is training to 
run her third marathon in De¬ 
cember. “You can be successful 
even if you are not a seasoned 
runner. The coaches are experts 
but they understand they are

doing this with people who had¬ 
n’t done it before.” 

Now in its third year, the 
fundraiser continues to grow in 
popularity and just enrolled its first 
two runners in wheelchairs. In the 
past, a blind runner and a deaf run¬ 
ner have crossed the finish line. 
AIDS foundation officials say the 
marathons have surpassed expecta¬ 
tions and praise Walk the Talk for 
meeting its contractual agreements. 


It was three years ago that the 
foundation and the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Center broke ties 
with another professional 
fundraiser, Dan Pallotta, over 
questionable billing practices with 
its former AIDS Rides. Partici¬ 
pants also criticized the rides as 
losing their focus on fighting 
AIDS and feeling more like a 
weeklong promotion for Pallotta.

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DP law valid; group 
wants judge recalled

uling that California’s do¬ 
mestic partnership laws are 
valid, Sacramento Superior 
Court Judge Loren McMaster now 
finds himself the target of an anti¬ 
gay group that says the judge 
should be recalled from the bench. 

McMaster issued his decision 
that AB205 is valid and does not 
violate state codes that define mar¬ 
riage as a union between a man 
and a woman late Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 8. The measure goes into 
effect January 1 and gives domestic 
partners nearly the same state 
rights as married couples. 

The ruling arose in the context of 
two lawsuits - one filed by the late 
state Senator Pete Knight and the 
other by Randy Thomasson of the 
Campaign for California Families - 
that argued the new law violates 
Proposition 22, the ballot initiative 
approved by the voters in 2000. 

“We are extremely relieved by 
the court’s decision today,” said 
Johnny Symons and William 
Rogers, one of the 12 couples who 
intervened in the lawsuit to de¬ 
fend the new domestic partner¬ 
ship law. “As parents, we are doing 
everything in our power to protect 
our two young children. But with¬ 
out the protections in AB205, our 
family will not have the same se¬ 
curity as other families.” 

Gay rights groups immediately 
hailed the decision. 


“The ruling today is a victory 
for the tens of thousands of Cali¬ 
fornia families headed by lesbian or 
gay couples in committed relation¬ 
ships who will finally have access to 
most, but not all, of the rights and 
protections available to married 
couples under state law,” stated Ge¬ 
offrey Kors, executive director of 
Equality California. “Hopefully, the 
California Legislature will pass the 
Marriage License Non-Discrimina¬ 
tion Act next year, which will end 
the remaining discrimination these 
families still face.” 

“We are gratified that the court 
made the common sense ruling 
that while important, a compre¬ 
hensive domestic partnership 
scheme is not equivalent to mar¬ 
riage and, therefore, does not vio¬ 
late Proposition 22,” added Nation¬ 
al Center for Lesbian Rights Execu¬ 
tive Director Kate Kendell. “No 
matter how you slice it, domestic 
partnership is not marriage.” 

Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
said he, too, was pleased with the 
judge’s decision. [Lockyer, who de¬ 
fended the DP laws while arguing 
against gay marriage, also learned 
last Wednesday that he has until Oc¬ 
tober 8 to file his opposition re¬ 
sponse to the city’s lawsuit challeng¬ 
ing the constitutionality of Califor¬ 
nia’s marriage laws. The two sides 
will be back in San Francisco Supe¬ 
rior Court October 26 for another 
case management conference.] 

“This is good news, and vali¬ 
dates the will of California voters.

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Proposition 22 dealt only with 
defining marriage as between a 
man and a woman. The measure 
did not prohibit the Legislature 
from providing rights and respon¬ 
sibilities to couples who register as 
domestic partners, now or in the 
future,” said Lockyer in a statement. 
“As we argued in court, if propo¬ 
nents of Proposition 22 wanted 
voters to deny certain benefits to 
couples who register as domestic 
partners, they should have said so.” 

Thomasson called the decision 
a vote for “pseudo-gay marriages,” 
claiming in a release “the ruling up¬ 
holds AB205, which is commonly 
known as ‘gay marriage by another 
name’” and said his group was 
“shocked and saddened that mar¬ 
riage has been counterfeited and 
the vote of the people utterly disre¬ 
garded by a Sacramento judge.” 

In response, Thomasson called 
for the recall of McMaster, who 
was appointed to the bench in 
1999 by Governor Gray Davis. 
Davis signed AB205 a year ago, 
during the height of the recall 
campaign. 

“Distributing marriage rights 
to non-married couples leaves 
marriage an empty shell, disre¬ 
spected and disregarded by ultra¬ 
liberal politicians and judges who 
are out of touch with family val¬ 
ues,” Thomasson said. “Judges 
who trash the will of the people 
could suffer the same fate as Rose 
Bird, who was recalled by Califor¬ 
nia voters in 1986.” ▼ 
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Another piece of equality 


I It was a year ago this week that for¬ 
mer Governor Gray Davis, in the throes 
against the campaign to recall him, came 
to San Francisco to sign into law AB205, As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Goldberg’s (D-Los 
Angeles) sweeping domestic partners bill 
that provides nearly all the state rights and 
responsibilities of marriage to registered do¬ 
mestic partners. It was a moving event at the 
LGBT Community Center, with a standing 
room only crowd cheering the embattled 
governor, who, for a short while at least, had 
put aside the fight for his job to help the 
LGBT community achieve one more step on 
the road toward equality. * 

Of course, representatives of the reli¬ 
gious right barely allowed the ink to dry be¬ 
fore announcing lawsuits to overturn the 
law; and last week a Sacramento judge re¬ 
jected their arguments against it, upholding 
AB205, which goes into effect January 1. 

What’s interesting to us, however, is how 
the fundies are spinning their loss and the 
disingenuous arguments they make, now that 
they have lost the latest court battle expand¬ 
ing domestic partner rights. In addition, anti¬ 
gay leaders announced their plans to recall the 
judge in the case, though it is too soon to tell 
whether that effort will become a reality. The 
judge’s ruling certainly does not rise to the 
level of angst felt by voters decades ago when 
they recalled California Supreme Court Chief 
Justice Rose Bird, although the homophobes 
would want people to believe that allowing 
additional rights and responsibilities for do¬ 
mestic partners meets that threshold. 

Randy Thomasson, with the Campaign 
for California Families, tries to equate 
AB205 with gay marriage, which the judge 
ruled it is not - and since losing the court 
fight, he is attempting to convince state res¬ 
idents that the new law is, in his words, 
“pseudo-gay marriage.” 

Four years ago, during the fight over 
Proposition 22, antigay leaders, in cam¬ 
paigning against gay jnarriage, repeatedly 
said that they were not against domestic 
partnerships, only gay marriages. They in¬ 
sisted they were not engaging in gay bash¬ 
ing in the campaign - it was just that mar¬ 


riage needed to be defined more narrowly. 
Californians who voted in favor of Proposi¬ 
tion 22 presumably did so after buying into 
that position. Now that domestic partners 
are about to receive increased rights and re-, 
sponsibilities, those same social con¬ 
servatives are crying foul. Well, they 
can’t have it both ways, and we 
believe the electorate can make 
the distinction. 

Governor Arnold 

Schwarzenegger certainly can. He 
quietly signed into law this week anoth¬ 
er bill that adds a piece to the equality 
puzzle for state-registered do¬ 
mestic partners. On Monday 
Schwarzenegger signed 
AB2208, which requires insur¬ 
ance companies to offer coverage to domes¬ 
tic partners. With this move, the governor 
has exhibited a clear break from his socially 
conservative Republican counterparts, and 
has demonstrated the independence he 
promised during last year’s recall drive. 


Coming just after his partisan speech at the 
Republican convention, it was a welcome 
achievement. Not one GOP Assembly mem¬ 
ber voted for AB2208 when it was on the 
floor, and those legislators - even the more 
moderate ones - should take a cue from the 
governor and stop trying to scapegoat 
gays and lesbians. 

In other words: don’t follow the 
lead of the antigay Capitol Resource 
Institute, which during debate on the 
bill stated “This will violate many peo¬ 
ple’s religious and moral convictions. 
^ Marriage is a covenant before God 
and a commitment for life. This 
bill is simply an attempt by ho¬ 
mosexual activists to get society 
to put their stamp of approval 
on their lifestyle and views on morality.” 

We’re waiting to see how Republicans 
react now that Schwarzenegger has signed a 
gay-rights bill. Clearly the sky will not fall, 
despite the predictable dire warnings from 
Thomasson and others. ▼ 
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Myths of leading a nonprofit

I n past weeks the Bay Area Reporter has 
reported on the planned departure of 
the Stop AIDS Project’s executive direc¬ 
tor, Darlene Weide, and has printed a guest 
opinion and letters both extolling and scru¬ 
tinizing her contributions. Since we are be¬ 
ginning the search for a new executive di¬ 
rector, and because we are truly a commu¬ 
nity-based organization in both outreach 
and programming, it might be timely for 
the community if we dispel some myths 
about the requirements for this position. 

Myth #1: An executive director of an 
AIDS organization must have a penis. One 
writer suggested that it would be an em¬ 
barrassment if the board of directors were 
to hire anyone but a gay or bi man. Isn’t 
that called sexism? Such a viewpoint disre¬ 
gards the important and critical work that 
women have contributed to the fight 
against HIV/AIDS and limits our learning 
from others. Our safe-sex campaigns 
sometimes joke about those who think 
with their dicks, but I’m here to tell you 
that management and leadership skills do 
not actually reside in this organ of the 
body. Are the experiences of gay and bisex¬ 
ual men different from those of women? 
Certainly. Are there things that we can 
learn from people that don’t mirror our 
personal experience? Absolutely. Are the 
perspectives of gay and bi men represented 
in the staff, volunteers and board at Stop 
AIDS? Yes. We need a person who can com¬ 
municate effectively that our work is root¬ 
ed in sound science - something at which 
Darlene was quite effective and was key to 
defending us against repeated and un¬ 
founded federal audits. We need a person 
who can reach out to the community, 
donors, other AIDS service organizations, 
and political allies. Believe it or not, all of

those people are not men. 

Myth #2: An executive director must do 
everything themselves in order to share in 
the credit for accomplishments x>f the 
agency during their tenure. The fact is, del¬ 
egation is key to the success of an organiza¬ 
tion, and anyone who has had experience as 
an executive knows this. A board of direc¬ 
tors would have to terminate an executive if 
that person could not delegate, but instead 
spent all of their time micromanaging the 
details of every program that went out 
the door. A leader contributes to the 
thematic development of programs 
and reviews the grants that are writ¬ 
ten to make those programs be¬ 
come reality. She or he gives the 
green light to certain projects, and 
must put others on hold based on 
agency priorities such as 
strategic alliances, input 
from the community, and 
shifts in funding. Darlene 
worked hard to find additional funding for 
Stop AIDS in anticipation of federal cuts, 
and worked with our truly dedicated staff to 
create and modify the organization’s pro¬ 
grams as community needs for HIV pre¬ 
vention changed. And yes, because we are 
often on the cutting edge, the executive di¬ 
rector must consider when we are likely to 
be the subject of public outcry and must 
communicate that to staff. That’s not wa¬ 
vering; that’s preparing for reality. Some¬ 
times it even means bracing ourselves for a 
B.A.R. article! 

Myth #3: An executive director must 
keep everyone happy. Face it, funding is un¬ 
certain these days for most nonprofits. No¬ 
body likes downsizing. Tough choices have 
to be made, and the messenger is often dis¬ 
liked or vilified by those recently laid off. 
Darlene made staff reductions in light of 
cuts by the federal government and we will 
need another leader who may also have to 


make hard decisions in the future and with¬ 
stand being attacked publicly as a result. No 
matter what gender or sex, the fearful or 
timid need not apply. 

This being said, any person that has ded¬ 
icated years to the Stop AIDS Project and to 
the health and well-being of gay and bisex¬ 
ual men should be recognized for their 
commitment. That includes both Darlene 
and employees who were recently laid off, 
regardless of their feelings about manage¬ 
ment or specific decisions that were made 
as we, like many organizations, have weath¬ 
ered difficult times. I would like to think 
that the people who have submit¬ 
ted their opinions did so because 
they intend to continue working 
to fight the spread of HIV and 
AIDS and because they care 
deeply about how that 
fight will be waged. 

None of us is perfect. 
If that were the criteria, 
there would indeed be a very small band of 
people carrying the prevention message for¬ 
ward. Instead, everyone’s contribution is 
welcome, whether it be of time, talent, or 
treasure. What is not helpful to this cause is 
trying to limit the number of people who 
offer their unique contribution, either 
through the exclusion that sexism fosters or 
by attempting to undermine a person’s rep¬ 
utation by minimizing their contributions. 
As a board member, I know that a strong 
and competent staff is an absolute necessity 
for our progress and resiliency. I also recog¬ 
nize that Darlene steered the organization 
through some very difficult times, and with 
her departure we thank her for the leader¬ 
ship she provided to the Stop AIDS Project 
and wish her well in her new endeavors. ▼

I was reimbursed twice for tele¬ 
phone installation and reported it to Mercy. They told 
me just to keep the money. And they were extremely 
generous with Dan Lutsky also. He claimed that he 
had a painting that was damaged during the renova¬ 
tion. And Mercy reimbursed him over $1,000 for the 
painti-ng. Dan complained that changing the build¬ 
ing’s entrance disrupted mail service. That is totally 
untrue. There was no disruption in mail service. 

Overall the people mentioned in your article are a 
bunch of hotheads who don’t like dealing with the 
changes in the Derek Silva Community. They are only 
part of a community of over 60 people. I believe that 
Mercy Housing has done a fine job renovating the 
building, and so far, has done a fine job in managing 
it also.

Mercy Housing is an excellent organization and I 
hope you will do an article on all the build¬ 
ings they have renovated and opened in 
San Francisco for low-income people.

The 
Turner Broadcasting System - and 
the producers of Fear Factor- are 
bringing us He’s a Lady, where 11 
male competitors will be given a

during the course of this pro¬ 
gram. I suspect there will be 
a few things they won’t be 
completing during the 
course of this show. 

Meanwhile, the UPN 
network has de¬ 
cided to aim a 
little lower, in¬ 
troducing Awful 
Pretty, a show 
that will also revolve around the 
men-transformed-into-women 
concept, this time including a Real 
World- type twist by putting the 
contestants into a house where 
they’ll have to live 24/7 as women. 
According to the producer, Bruce 
Nash, “They’ll live in some sort of 
chick pad, watch Dr. Phil, take the 
Cosmo quiz, and make sure they 
don’t keep the toilet seat up.” 

We all know that if you want to 
be a real woman, you just have to 
love Dr. Phil and Cosmo quizzes, 
after all. 

Neither of the shows actually 
seem to include any transgender 
person in these situations: this has 
only happened on a pair of British 
reality shows, including There’s

The other U.K. program was the 
most recent incarnation of Big 
Brother, which included a transsex¬ 
ual contestant-, Nadia Almada. 
While she was initially considered 
little more than a “joke contestant” 
by the critics, she actually ended up 
winning both the big prize and a 
great deal of compassion from 
the viewing public. 

Knowing that neither 
the UPN nor the TBS 
shows seem to have any¬ 
thing about transgender 
people themselves, why 
should I be upset 
about them? 
The answer is 
simple: even 

though there 
likely will be very little to do with 
actual transgender experience in 
either He’s a Lady or Awful Pretty, 
the average viewer will not see any 
such distinction. 

Our society shapes its views 
through the television screen. In¬ 
deed, television dominates Amer¬ 
ican reality more than ever before. 
We decide on our leaders largely 
through how they appear on our 
TV screens more than through 
what they happen to say. What we 
see on the tube is an all too often 
accepted assumption of the way 
things really are. So-called reality 
television only reinforces this, 
with reshoots, edits, and even the 
occasional scripted moment sim¬ 
ply forgotten by the viewer. The 
television networks dictate a faux 
reality, and we take it for real. 



We also live in a world where 
stereotypes are still used to short¬ 
hand human realities, and these 
stereotypes often are created 
through the mass media. Consider 
the way race has been interpreted 
on television over the last 50 years, 
and how these stereotypes shaped 
the way people looked at race. 

In many instances, we’ve man¬ 
aged to move beyond some of the 
racial and cultural stereotypes that 
were still common in my youth. In 
spite of 30 years of feminism, we 
still face gender stereotypes - in¬ 
cluding yes, the aforementioned 
Cosmo quiz. There are no defini¬ 
tive stereotypes for “man” and 
“woman,” no matter how much 
the media would like to you be¬ 
lieve otherwise. 

Gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people have not yet 
had the benefit of breaking away 
from all the assumptions applied 
to us either. To many people out 
there, all gay men are hairdressers, 
all bisexuals are sexual predators, 
and all lesbians are “diesel dykes.” 

Transgender people - being 
less known within the general 
public - have to deal with more 
stereotyping than others. Thanks 
to decades of talk shows like Jerry 
Springer’s, the assumptions that 
transgender individuals are men

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GOP’s campaign of fear

t first started during the re¬ 
cent Republican National 
- Convention when George 
W. Bush blatantly warned 
the nation during his acceptance 
speech that America must not 
even risk changing presidents 
this November because we are at 
war and it is much “too perilous 
a world.” 

Then after listening to Sena¬ 
tor Zell Miller (D-Georgia) and 
Bush threaten us against chang¬ 
ing presidents - it would be a 
“dangerous” thing to do - Vice 
President Dick Cheney, in a 
speech last week in Des Moines, 
Iowa, raised the bar of fear poli¬ 
tics even higher when he said 
that if Senator John Kerry wins 
the election - “if we make the 
wrong choice, the danger is 
we’ll get hit again and 
we’ll be hit in a way 
that’ll be devastating 
from the standpoint of 
the United States.” In 
other words, a vote for 
Kerry is a vote for 
more terrorism. 

It’s interest¬ 
ing how Bush 
keeps telling 
us on the one 
hand that over¬ 
throwing Saddam Hussein has 
made the world “a much safer 
place” while running a political 
campaign that insists we are still 
in “imminent danger” of further 
terrorist attacks. The Bush-Ch- 
eney campaign can’t have it both 
ways - or can it? 

Some recent polls suggest that 
the Republican campaign of fear 
could be working with voters, if 
only for the time being. The lat¬ 
est USA Today/ CNN/Gallup Poll 
shows Bush with a clear lead over 
Kerry in the battleground states 
of Missouri and Ohio - states 
Bush probably needs to hold to 
win re-election; Kerry is ahead in 
Washington state and in a dead 
heat with Bush in Pennsylvania, 
swing states that are important 
to a Kerry victory. 

The quartet of statewide polls 
in these states - particularly Mis¬ 
souri and Ohio where Bush has 
shown some gains - reflects a 
race that, while still highly com¬ 
petitive, is showing some Bush 
gains, and, thus means that vot¬ 
ers appear to be buying into the 
Republican “war fear” campaign. 
Though Cheney, after heavy crit¬ 
icism from editorials in several 
newspapers, tried to later modify 
his “vote for us or you die” warn¬ 
ing by telling the Cincinnati En¬ 
quirer that he didn’t mean “that 
if Kerry were elected, we will be 
hit by another terrorist attack; 
whoever is elected president has 
to anticipate more attacks.” 

True, an Associated Press poll 
this week had the Bush-Cheney 
team with a 51 percent to 46 per¬ 
cent lead over the Kerry-Edwards 
ticket, so maybe for the time 
being, the GOP fear campaign is 
working. However, the latest Ras¬ 
mussen Report, (a daily tracking 
report of 1,014 voters) shows the 
race between Bush and Kerry to 
be about even, and on the ques¬ 
tion of whether the country is 
headed overall in the right or 
wrong direction, Bush is in big 
trouble: 52 percent say wrong 
track versus 44 percent who say 
right track. 

While Bush does better with 
voters when it comes to the war 
in Iraq and the war on terror, 
U.S. casualties in Iraq last week 
passed 1,000 and that is not good 


news for the administration. 
This means that the upcoming 
presidential debates will likely 
decide who ultimately wins the 
election. Little wonder, inciden¬ 
tally, that the Bush campaign is 
pushing hard to pressure the 
Commission on Presidential De¬ 
bates to settle for only two de¬ 
bates (October 8 and 13) instead 
of the three the commission had 
originally planned. 

The nation’s economy and 
joblessness are real problems for 
Bush in battleground states like 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
and Missouri, and with Medicare 
going up 17 percent in the next 
year, healthcare is sure to become 
a hot political issue as well. Bush 
and Cheney will not be able to 
continue to talk only about ter¬ 
rorism through November 2. 

There likely will still be three 
presidential debates {and 
one between the veep 
nominees) and with 
James Carville (“it’s 
the economy, stu¬ 
pid”) now advising 
Kerry, look for a re¬ 
focused Kerry-Ed¬ 
wards campaign, and 
for the polls to 
change dra¬ 
matically^, 
probably a 
couple of times 
before the election. You think this 
election is over? Not by a long 
shot; I remember in 1992 when 
George H.W. Bush was leading 
Bill Clinton by 18 percentage 
points two months before the 
election; I’m calling this one for 
John Kerry on November 2. 

Politics and people 

On vacation this week (gone 
fishing in Michigan) so I don’t 
know what bills the governor has 
signed or vetoed, but one thing is 
pretty clear, after a week partying 
with California business leaders 
during the GOP convention, 
Governor Arnold 

Schwarzenegger last week 
sided with them on two key No¬ 
vember ballot measures, anger¬ 
ing consumer groups, enviroa- 
mentalists, and labor unions in 
the process. Schwarzenegger an¬ 
nounced he would oppose 
Proposition 72, a referendum on 
a health care law that would re¬ 
quire more employers to provide 
medical benefits to their workers. 
Proposition 72 was authored by 
state Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco) and the guv’s op¬ 
position drew this angry com¬ 
ment from Burton: “I’m very dis¬ 
appointed that the governor de¬ 
cided to play ‘girlie man’ for the 
Chamber of Commerce and go 
against providing health insur¬ 
ance for the working people of 
California.” Schwarzenegger’s 
opposition might not be enough 
to kill Proposition 72, however, a 
recent Field Poll found 48 per¬ 
cent of voters supporting it with 
31 percent against. Certainly it’s 
only a coincidence, but Wal¬ 
greens last week quietly donated 
a whopping $100,000 to defeat 
Proposition 72 as well. In anoth¬ 
er pro-GOP political move, 
Schwarzenegger announced he 
supports Proposition 64, a busi¬ 
ness-backed initiative designed 
to curb “frivolous” lawsuits; the 
governor joins groups like the 
Alliance of Automobile Manu¬ 
facturers, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Intel, and Oracle, while 
Proposition 64 is opposed by 
consumer groups, the Sierra 
Club, the League of Conserva¬ 
tion Voters and the California 
Nurses Association. 


Nervous White House: Even 
before NBC’s Today show started 
airing its three-part series on 
Kitty Kelley’s controversial new 
bio of President Bush, The Fam¬ 
ily: The Real Story of the Bush Dy¬ 
nasty , which is being published 
this week by Doubleday, the 
White House spin machine flew 
into full defense mode, reported¬ 
ly taking the unusual step of call¬ 
ing NBC News President Neal 
Shapiro to complain that (ac¬ 
cording to the White House) the 
book “appears to be the same 
trash that was discredited, dis¬ 
avowed, .and dismissed years 
ago.” In addition, the Republican 
National Committee has circu¬ 
lated a memo to GOP-friendly 
talk-radio hosts under the head¬ 
line, “New Kelley Book, Same 
Old Kelley Slime.” Incidentally, 
the new Kelley book raises some 
more questions about Bush’s 
Texas National Guard Service in 
the 1970s and more allegations 
of drug use when Bush was 
younger (so tell us something we 
didn’t know, Ms. Kelley). 

First he’s gone, then he’s back: 
After avoiding the GOP conven¬ 
tion altogether (gotta keep the 
conservatives happy; they al¬ 
ready had too much of Arnold, 
Rudy, 8c Co.), Secretary of State 
Colin Powell, who is popular 
with the public, was all over the 
Sunday talk shows last weekend 
touting-Bush’s foreign policy, but 
has anybody seen Defense Secre¬ 
tary Donald Rumsfeld lately? 

So Ralph Nader is finally 
coming clean and confessing to 
what we knew he was up to all 
along - getting George W. Bush 
re-elected. Nader, whining all the 
while, of course, predicted last 
week that Democrat John Kerry 
is going to lose the election “and 
bring Democratic congressional 
candidates down with him.” You 
go, Ralph - you want four more 
years of Bush, but the rest of the 
country doesn’t. Nader, inciden¬ 
tally, likely will appear on ballots 
in 22 states and the District of 
Columbia with his running 
mate, Green Party stalwart Peter 
Camejo.

Meanwhile, guess all those ru¬ 
mors about former 49er quarter¬ 
back Jeff Garcia (now with the 
Cleveland Browns) being a clos¬ 
et gay must have been untrue 
after all (sorry, guys).

Gay first, Republican second 


group’s national directors, was 
primarily a gay-first Republican 
decision. It was a strong affirma¬ 
tion that LCR’s basic mission is to 
advance gay equality within the 
GOP, not to support GOP candi¬ 
dates at all costs. 

But even some Republican- 
first gays in LCR supported the 
non-endorsement. Bush’s betray¬ 
al of traditional conservatism on 
matters like fiscal responsibility 
and free trade made it easier. Re¬ 
publican-first gays could also jus¬ 
tify non-endorsement as a way to 
nudge the party away from ex¬ 
tremism and thus to serve the 
GOP’s own long-term political in¬ 
terests. 

As long as a Republican candi¬ 
date is making serious progress 
toward supporting gay equality it 
makes sense for a partisan organi¬ 
zation like LCR to endorse him, 
even if he’s objectively worse on 
gay issues. LCR helps the cause by 
showing GOP candidates there are 
rewards for good behavior. 

That’s why LCR’s endorsement 
of Bush in 2000 made sense from 
a gay-rights perspective, even 
though Bush was objectively 
worse than A1 Gore on gay issues. 
Bush had publicly met with gay 
Republicans, the first time a GOP 
presidential nominee had ever 
done so, and had pronounced 
himself a “better man” for having 
met them. He was making 
progress. 

One million gay voters backed 
Bush in 2000, 25 percent of the 
total gay vote. In return, Bush 
continued to make progress by 
appointing openly gay people to 
his administration and by main¬ 
taining a federal non-discrimina¬ 


tion policy covering sexual orien¬ 
tation. 

Now Bush’s advisers have de¬ 
cided that the way to win is to gin 
up enthusiasm among religious 
conservatives. So Bush has 
backed, and has campaigned on, a 
constitutional amendment ban¬ 
ning gay marriage. 

That’s why LCR’s non-en¬ 
dorsement of Bush this year 
makes sense. Bush has taken a 
giant leap backward by actively 
supporting an amendment that is 
qualitatively more deadly to gay 
equality than anything any presi¬ 
dent has ever supported. It’s a 
completely unnecessary and un¬ 
forgivable betrayal of basic consti¬ 
tutional values. 

If LCR had nevertheless en¬ 
dorsed Bush it would have ceased 
to be an organization devoted to 
gay equality. It would have be¬ 
come simply another obedient 
auxiliary of the GOP, albeit one 
with a twist in its martini, and 
above all one that Republicans 
could take for granted. 

Thus, this very act of defiance 
may ultimately make LCR a more 
viable force in the party. If signif¬ 
icantly fewer gays vote for Bush 
this year, LCR will have helped 
demonstrate that even among Re¬ 
publican voters there’s a political 
cost to being antigay. That might 
make the GOP think twice next 
time around. ▼

bother them, but not to distrac¬ 
tion. Far more important to them 
are the party positions they agree 
with, like its foreign and econom¬ 
ic policies. Their involvement in 
LCR is primarily an expression of 
their disgust for left-dominated 
gay politics and reflects a desire to 
bond politically and socially 
with like-minded gay people. 
They are Republican first 
and gay second. 

There are gradations 
of views in between, but 
these poles roughly describe 
things. I have always been 
much closer to the 
gay-first Republi¬ 
cans. 

It has never been 
accurate to charge, as some be¬ 
nighted people do, that either of 
these groups is self-hating. Nei¬ 
ther supports antigay policies, 
which is what the slander of self- 
hatred implies. The gay-first Re¬ 
publicans are every bit as dedicat¬ 
ed to gay equality as anyone in the 
gay-rights movement, but believe 
there is a distinct and essential 
role they can play in advancing it. 
The Republican-first gays also op¬ 
pose antigay policies, but give a 
higher priority to non-gay issues 
like taxes, just as some gay liberals 
give a higher priority to non-gay 
issues like abortion. At worst, the 
gay-first Republicans can be fault¬ 
ed for occasional tactical errors; 
the Republican-first gays, for mis¬ 
placed priorities. But neither 
group can fairly be indicted for in¬ 
ternalized homophobia. 

LCR’s vote not to endorse 
Bush, by a 22 to 2 margin of the

he Log Cabin Republicans’ 
decision not to endorse 
George W. Bush does two 
important things. It maintains 
LCR’s integrity as a group dedi¬ 
cated to equality for gay Ameri¬ 
cans. And it may actually increase 
LCR’s influence within the GOR 
Before discussing the decision, 
I should explain my own past af¬ 
filiation with LCR. I was president 
of the group’? Texas chapter for 
three tumultuous years in the 
1990s, during which we fought 
precinct-level battles within the 
party, unsuccessfully sued the 
Texas GOP for refusing to honor 
an agreement to give us an infor¬ 
mation booth at the 1996 state 
convention, and staged a protest 
against the party for again refus¬ 
ing us a booth in 1998. I also 
served briefly on LCR’s national 
board. Although I have many 
friends in LCR, I no longer have 
any role in the organization. 

There has long been a basic di¬ 


vide within the group. In one cor¬ 
ner are the “gay-first Republicans,” 
members who generally support 
traditional Republican policies on 
taxes, spending, and foreign af¬ 
fairs, but whose main purpose is 
to advance their passionate belief 
in gay equality. They are deeply 
distressed by the party’s anti¬ 
gay attitudes. They figure that 
equality can never be secure 
until both major parties 
support it, and that this 
requires having gay ad¬ 
vocates within the GOP. Their 
belief in most Republican 
values is genuine, but 
their activism in 
LCR is primarily 
strategic. It is mostly 
an attempt to advance gays’ stand¬ 
ing among Republicans, not to ad¬ 
vance the GOP’s standing among 
gays. They are gay first and Re¬ 
publican second. 

In the other corner are the “Re¬ 
publican-first gays,” members 
who consider themselves Repub- 
licans-who-happen-to-be-gay. 
The party’s antigay positions

Springer “curious.” 

“I was surprised and disap¬ 
pointed he didn’t get the party’s 
endorsement. After all, the party 
had recruited him to be their can¬ 
didate in the school board race. I 
would expect they were going to 
endorse him,” said Lynd. “Under 
the circumstances I think it is very 
curious if you look at all the cir¬ 
cumstances, the timing of it, the 
fact it’s the same day national Log 
Cabin announced we were going 
to withhold our endorsement of 
President Bush. You could say it is 
a repercussion of all this.” 

Former Log Cabin chapter 
president Chris Bowman, a mem¬ 
ber of the San Francisco Republi¬ 
can County Central Committee 
for the 13th Assembly District and 
its secretary, said he felt it was 
more a combination of several 
factors - the Log Cabin’s snub of 
Bush, the vote coming right after 
the Republican convention, sever¬ 
al absent members of the com¬ 
mittee and Springer’s answer to 
the question. Springer needed 15 
votes out of 21 that night to get an 
endorsement, and Bowman said 
he only received 10. 

“I think it was a backlash more 
on his statement he wasn’t going 
to support the president when 
asked point blank by one of our 
more conservative members. He 
kind of hemmed and hawed then 
actually said no based on what he 
[Bush] said during his acceptance 
speech,” said Bowman. “I think he 
would have had the votes other¬ 
wise. Frankly, if he said he wasn’t 
going to endorse Kerry he would 
have had the votes.” 

Bowman laid some blame with 
the national Log Cabin leadership. 
He said he had told officials of the 


back-to-back endorsement meet¬ 
ings though he did not specifical¬ 
ly ask them to delay their decision. 

“I think it is unfortunate. I 
think the timing was crappy. If na¬ 
tional had made its endorsement 
the day afterwards I think he 
would have been endorsed be¬ 
cause I don’t know if the question 
would have come up,” said Bow¬ 
man. “Whatever timing they did, 
it was going to have a backlash af¬ 
terwards.” 

Leo Lacayo, vice chair of com¬ 
munications for the local Repub¬ 
lican Party, said the only reason 
Springer didn’t get endorsed is be¬ 
cause he failed to get the 15 votes 
needed. 

“I don’t know the reason why 
one person voted for one candi¬ 
date or not,” said Lacayo. “When 
he said he didn’t endorse the pres¬ 
ident in the face of 21 people en¬ 
dorsing the president it doesn’t 
give much reason to vote for you.” 

He also pointed out the party 
only endorsed two candidates that 
night. Former Mission Station 
Captain Greg Corrales, who is 
running for supervisor in District 
7, received a unanimous nod, and 
Fil Silverio, a former lieutenant 
colonel in the military who is run¬ 
ning in District 11, also won an 
endorsement. [District 2 supervi¬ 
sor candidate Steve Braccini was 
endorsed by the Republicans last 
month.] 

“We listened to a lot of candi¬ 
dates that night who didn’t get en¬ 
dorsed. You can’t claim to be sin¬ 
gled out for not being endorsed,” 
argued Lacayo. “If the majority 
was endorsed and he was not, he 
could make some claim. But in 
fact he was in the majority.” 

Nor was he the only Republi¬ 
can not to get a nod. District 7 su¬ 
pervisor candidate Isaac Wong 
also failed to win an endorsement. 
Lacayo said committee members 


might have had other issues with 
Springer to sway their votes than 
his ties to the gay GOP group. 

“I think what a number of 
members on the committee had a 
problem with was that there is a 
little track record with Joel and it 
had nothing to do with” the pres¬ 
idential race, said Lacayo. “He was 
expelled from the central commit¬ 
tee. He shifted his residence with¬ 
out advising us so actually he was 
illegally on the committee. Some 
people had an issue with that.” 

Springer said he resigned from 
the committee in 2003 when he 
moved out of his home in the 
Richmond, part of the 12th As¬ 
sembly District, and into the Cas¬ 
tro, part of the 13th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict. He also said Starchild, a Lib¬ 
ertarian LGBT school board can¬ 
didate who sought the Republi¬ 
cans’ endorsement, was not asked 
if he supported President Bush. 

Along with Bush’s supporting 
a Federal Marriage Amendment 
during his January speech, 
Springer said the budget deficit, 
the expensive Medicare bill, and 
the party’s ties to the religious 
right have all caused him to take 
issue with the president. That said, 
he is not a John Kerry supporter. 

“I am not voting for Kerry. I 
am a lifelong Republican, except 
for a short time as a Libertarian. I 
honestly don’t know what I am 
doing on voting,” said Springer. “It 
is very difficult. It is not a pleasant 
position to be in. I would like to 
support him [President Bush] but 
going to the FMA and other 
things he has said reinforcing that, 
he is going to the personal for me 
and everyone else in Log Cabin. It 
is not a matter of political inter¬ 
pretations or opinion you can 
gloss over.” 

Party cannibalizes itself? 

A school board seat is widely 


seen as the first step in a political 
career. By not supporting GOP 
candidates, some charge the Re¬ 
publican Party is failing to groom 
its own people for higher office. 
Only one Republican holds elec¬ 
tive office in San Francisco - 
BART board member James Fang. 

“I think it is a mistake in sim¬ 
ply not endorsing the qualified 
Republican candidate for office 
when you have the opportunity,” 
said Springer. 

The last time a Republican sat 
on the city’s school board was 
1985, when Eugene Hopp lost re- 
election. He had been a member 
of the board since the early 1970s. 
When asked if the party shot itself 
in the foot by not endorsing 
Springer, Bowman said, “I would 
agree with that. Yeah, logically you 
want to create a farm team so peo¬ 
ple will get experience after they 
get elected and can run for bigger 
and better things. I think the party 
is back to square one on that be¬ 
cause they didn’t endorse anyone” 
in the school race. 

There are four seats up for 
grabs in the November school 
board race, and with 12 candi¬ 
dates running, any edge with vot¬ 
ers helps. While the Republicans 
are not openly opposing 
Springer’s election - the party did 
vote to oppose the re-elections of 
Supervisors Gerardo Sandoval, 
Jake McGoldrick, Aaron Peskin, 
and Tom Ammiano - he will not 
receive any financial support or be 
included in the party’s mailers. 

“I am not sure what impact 
this will have on his campaign,” 
said Lynd. “Certainly, it is benefi¬ 
cial to have the party’s support. It 
represents a good chunk of voters 
in this city.” 

In progressive San Francisco, 
however, being dissed by the Re¬ 
publican Party could turn out to 
be a boost for Springer’s cam¬ 


paign. 

“I had been somewhat ambiva¬ 
lent about having the endorse¬ 
ment because to have been en¬ 
dorsed as a Republican in San 
Francisco - people look at that 
and say I am not going to vote for 
him,” said Springer. 

Springer, a former teacher and 
education policy analyst, said 
while “it would have been advan¬ 
tageous” to be on the Republican’s 
slate card, he doesn’t think not 
being included will hurt his 
chances. 

“It might hurt my fundraising 
with some of the Republican peo¬ 
ple but I don’t know. As for affect¬ 
ing the campaign, I don’t have a 
feel for that yet,” he said. “People I 
talk to one-on-one like what I am 
saying. I get good reactions. It is 
just a matter of being out there 
more.” 

Lacayo said in the end, most 
voters do not select a candidate 
based on their endorsements. 

“We put too much weight be¬ 
hind these endorsement things. I 
personally don’t see who endors¬ 
es the candidate,” he said. “I wish 
Joel the best of luck with his run.” 

Bowman said Springer needs 
between 60,000 to 70,000 votes to 
win a school board seat. As a new¬ 
comer, Springer already faced a 
tough campaign, he said. 

“I just hope Joel does very well 
without the Republican endorse¬ 
ment,” he said. “No Republican 
has gotten more than 35,000 votes 
since the 1980s. If he can get more 
than that without the endorse¬ 
ment, more power to him. But 
even with the endorsement, it was 
going to be difficult.” 

Springer could still get some 
Republican assistance for his cam¬ 
paign. The local Log Cabin group 
will meet October 5 to discuss its 
endorsements in the San Francis¬ 
co races. ▼ 
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in support of the measure. 

According to a story in the San 
Diego Union-Tribune , the gover¬ 
nor’s office announced his ap¬ 
proval of Kehoe’s bill late Monday 
“without any fanfare or even a 
signing message explaining his de¬ 
cision.” 

“It’s particularly interesting 
that not one Republican member 
of the Assembly voted for the bill,” 
said Kors. “That speaks highly of 
him, and shows how out of step 
they are. Hopefully Republicans in 
the Legislature will stop being so 
extreme and start following the 
governor’s lead.” 

In summary, AB2208 requires 
every insurance policy that is is¬ 
sued, amended, delivered, or re¬ 
newed in California to provide the 
same rights, protections, benefits, 
responsibilities, obligations, and 
duties to a policyholder’s domestic 
partner as are guaranteed to, im¬ 
posed upon, and equal to the same 
terms and conditions offered to a 
policyholder’s spouse. 

According to Kehoe, the bill 
conforms to AB205’s health, safe¬ 
ty, and insurance code provisions. 
It also brings those provisions in 
line with requirements in existing 
nondiscrimination provisions. 
AB205, the domestic partner 
rights and responsibilities bill 
signed last year by former Gover¬ 


nor Gray Davis, takes effect Janu¬ 
ary 1,2005. 

Garamendi said AB2208 estab¬ 
lishes a necessary and consistent 
standard of nondiscrimination in 
insurance. 

Currently, registered domestic 
partners can be denied benefits or 
coverage or pay higher premiums. 
Because of this practice, domestic 
partners and employers are often 
forced to switch insurers to pur¬ 
chase coverage that treats spouses 
and domestic partners equally. 

After its approval in the As¬ 
sembly August 25, the bill went to 
enrollment on September 3 where 
it was prepared for the governor’s 
signature. The governor has 30 
days to sign the bills, the vast ma¬ 
jority of which arrive on his desk 
at the end of session. AB2208 be¬ 
comes law on January 1,2005. 

The bill defines domestic part¬ 
ners as two adults who have cho¬ 
sen to share in a committed rela¬ 
tionship and have filed a declara¬ 
tion of domestic partnership with 
the secretary of state. 

The law brings minor and ab¬ 
sorbable costs to the Managed 
Health Care and Insurance de¬ 
partments to enforce the bill’s 
provisions, according to the As¬ 
sembly Appropriations Commit¬ 
tee. 

“It won’t lead to significant 
cost increases for anyone,” said 
Minter. “This law is about a very 
basic principal about equality for 
same-sex couples.” ▼ 


Capleton dropped 
from reggae festival

record label, Capleton is set to 
perform at California State Uni¬ 
versity, Sacramento Thursday, 
September 30 and in Areata at 
Humboldt State University Friday, 
October 1. Local resident Kevin 
James Gardner is pressuring 
Toad’s Place, a venue in New 
Haven, Connecticut near his alma 
mater Yale, to cancel its Beenie 
Man and Capleton concerts; 
Capleton is scheduled to perform 
there Monday, September 20. 

' Controversy has dogged 
Capleton in New Jersey, a state 
with the nation’s first openly gay 
governor. Along with two other 
performers, he was forced to sign 
a contract agreeing not to perform 
antigay songs at a reggae festival 
this Sunday in Newark. Nonethe¬ 
less, gay Garden Staters have crit¬ 
icized his appearance. 

At the request of Levine, Caple¬ 
ton issued an apology to the LGBT 
community last month saying his 
song “Bum Di Chi Chi” (“Burn the 
Queer”) was a metaphor for 
cleansing and that he did not ad¬ 
vocate violence. But leaders of sev¬ 
eral groups, including Global Ex¬ 
change Executive Director Kirsten 
Moller, responded with a state¬ 
ment of their own, calling Caple- 
ton’s apology “hollow.” 

Faced with mounting pressure, 
Levine and Global Exchange de¬ 
cided to remove Capleton from 
the concert’s lineup. In his state¬ 
ment, Levine said both his com¬ 
pany and the nonprofit “are very 
sensitive to the human rights is¬ 
sues at stake and have a long¬ 
standing history of presenting the 
uplifting, positive reggae message 
of unity, inclusion, tolerance, and 
one love.” 

The concert will take place Sat¬ 
urday, October 2 and ends Sunday 
in Golden Gate Park. Tickets are 
$22 for one day, $40 for two days, 
and can be purchased through in- 
housetickets.com. ▼

step; the challenge was to educate 
and reform,” Levine said in a state¬ 
ment. “We now feel that the cli¬ 
mate in San Francisco has become 
too volatile to try and work to¬ 
ward this goal at this time, all con¬ 
cerned feel that canceling his ap¬ 
pearance is necessary.” 

Asked to explain what he 
meant by climate, Levine said via 
e-mail, “We mean the controversy 
that has been raised.” 

CUAV’s Tina D’Elia praised the 
decision, saying it was the first 
time Capleton had faced the same 
consequence as Beenie Man, an¬ 
other reggae star accused of ho¬ 
mophobic lyrics who has had nu¬ 
merous concerts canceled after 
gay groups protested. 

“I am pleased to hear there has 
been a replacement if the replace¬ 
ment is indeed standing behind 
and echoing the words of the con¬ 
cert which means human rights 
for all internationally and at 
home,” said D’Elia. 

Outside of San Francisco, 
Capleton’s appearances on his 
U.S. tour have generated sporadic 
opposition. According to his

T he producer of Reggae in 
the Park, a two-day 
fundraiser for Global Ex¬ 
change in Golden Gate Park, de¬ 
cided to cancel the appearance of 
a performer gay rights groups 
contend is homophobic and in¬ 
cites violence against gays and les¬ 
bians with his music. 

Michael Levine of Events West 
announced Friday, September 10 
he had dropped Capleton as the 
closing act Sunday, October 3 and 
instead had lined up Culture, a 
reggae roots group known for its 
nonviolent pacifist politics and 
progressive, traditional sound. 

Initially Levine and Global Ex¬ 
change, an international human 
rights organization, resisted calls to 
disinvite Capleton, whose real name 
is Clifton George Bailey III, saying 
they instead wanted to mediate a 
solution between the artist and a 
coalition of groups led by Commu¬ 
nity United Against Violence. 

“Global Exchange’s intention 
(in consideration of the free- 
speech and censorship issues that 
all progressive organizations sup¬ 
port) was to try and foster a part¬ 
nership between LGBT, anti-vio¬ 
lence groups like CUVA [sic] and 
Global Exchange to begin con¬ 
structive engagement with Caple¬ 
ton as a catalyst to bring about 
change in Jamaica. Our belief was 
that to cancel was to take the easy 
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other person in the room (Kerry 
spokeswoman Stephanie Cutter 
took notes'and marked time). 

Fifteen minutes is not much 
time, but a check of previous in¬ 
terviews granted by the senator 
indicated that at least some of his 
interviews to other media outlets 
were equally brief. 

The interviews took place at a 
campaign stop in Des Moines, 
Iowa, just after the senator spoke 
to an audience about health care. 

Kerry on the record 

The gay community knows your 
record, generally, and the Human 
Rights Campaign has described it 
as stellar. But I don't think many 
of us know exactly what inspired 
you back in 1985, in your first 
term, to author the gay civil 
rights bill. Can you recall who or 
what - 

Senator Kerry: I just think it’s 
an important matter of funda¬ 
mental fairness. I think, you 
know, all Americans ought to be 
treated fairly. And the equal rights 
clause and the equal protection 
clause mean something to me. 
And I think you have to take on 
some tough fights sometimes. 


And as president, I hope to pass 
ENDA [Employment Non-Dis¬ 
crimination Act], I hope to pass 
hate crimes legislation. I hope to 
be able to advance the under¬ 
standing in America of the diffi¬ 
culties people face in some of the 
choices in life and we have to be a 
country that’s open and embrac¬ 
ing people, period. I mean I just 
don’t know how we’re America if 
we don’t live up to those ideals. 

I thought maybe you had a gay 
friend or gay family member that 
inspired you to take up that man¬ 
tle. 

Well, I’ve had friends, obvi¬ 
ously, and I’ve had supporters in 
my races and people I’ve cared 
about. But I just never spent a lot 
of time thinking about people as, 
you know, different. I mean, each 
to their own. People choose or 
don’t choose - they are who they 
are. You are who you are. And 
that’s who we are in America - a 
country that’s understanding and 
recognizes that. We obviously 
have some distance to travel. 
We’re still fighting discrimination 
over color and religion and a lot 
of hurdles to go. 

... including DOMA and the Fed¬ 
eral Marriage Amendment. You 
voted against the Defense of Mar¬ 


riage Act and you've spoken out 
against the Federal Marriage 
Amendment. In both cases you de¬ 
scribed it as "gay bashing for po¬ 
litical gain." Many of us feel that 
the constitutional amendments to 
ban same-sex marriage in Massa¬ 
chusetts and Missouri also consti¬ 
tute gay bashing for political 
gain. I'm curious why you haven't 
spoken out against those two? 

Well, I think there’s a distinc¬ 
tion. I don’t think that’s gay bash¬ 
ing. It’s, obviously, a position that 
people in the GLBT community 
disagree with -1 understand that. 
But I think that, historically, the 
definition of marriage and the ap¬ 
plication of marriage laws has al¬ 
ways been state defined. It is up to 
the states, not the federal govern¬ 
ment. That’s why I viewed the 
federal efforts, as specifically tar¬ 
geted, as gay bashing, because 
they were usurping into a territo¬ 
ry that they didn’t belong. There 
was no need to do that. Under the 
Constitution, no state has to rec¬ 
ognize another state’s decision, 
and it’s up to the states. 

So what they were doing was 
reaching, for political purposes, 
to drive a wedge. But it is within 
the rights of a state to define mar¬ 
riage. That’s within states’ rights. 
And, you know, the majority of 
people in most states have a dif¬ 


ferent view about what consti¬ 
tutes marriage. So this is a debate 
that’s going on now. People have 
different views. What I think is 
important is to fight for funda¬ 
mental rights. To me, the focus 
right now ought to be on the ap¬ 
plication of the equal protection 
clause - ought to be gaining the 
foothold of employment non-dis¬ 
crimination, gaining the foothold 
of hate crimes legislation, making 
sure that we’re protecting people’s 
ability to share the same rights - 
partnership rights, tax code treat¬ 
ment rights, ownership rights, So¬ 
cial Security - those rights are 
what are important to me. That’s 
what’s governed more by the state 
and it becomes less of a conflict 
between ... religion and the state, 
if you will. 

[Note: Under the Constitution, 
states must give “full faith and 
credit ” to the “public acts, records, 
and judicial proceedings and acts 
of all other states.” Constitutional 
law professor Chai Feldblum says, 
“the Supreme Court has never di¬ 
rectly ruled that, under the Consti¬ 
tution, states must recognize all 
marriages from other states, and as 
a matter of general practice, states 
have sometimes invoked their right 
not to recognize a marriage from 
another state that is contrary to its 
public policy .”] 
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You have supported the idea of 
providing federal benefits through 
civil unions. 

Yes. 

How would you go about making 
that happen, as president? 

You have to fight for it. You 
have to introduce it. 

You would introduce legislation to 
make that happen? 

That’s equal protection under 
the law. 

I know you supported the Massa¬ 
chusetts amendment and it does 
provide for an alternative of civil 
unions. 

Correct. 

But the Missouri initiative which 
just recently passed, and a num¬ 
ber of those that are coming up 
this November - Michigan, Ohio, 
and others - are written such that 
they would eliminate even recog¬ 
nition or security through civil 
unions. 

Right. 

I think in Missouri, you said after 
that vote that - [voters had done 
"the right thing" in passing the 
amendment] 

I did. And I was not aware. I 
was unbriefed and I thought it 
was the same amendment we had 
in Massachusetts. And that’s very 
simple. I just thought it was a 
simple prohibition and not one 
that excluded civil unions. Obvi¬ 
ously, it’d be inconsistent. I am for 
civil unions and, therefore, I 
would not have voted for that had 
I been there.... I just didn’t know 
it went as far as it did and, obvi¬ 
ously, I don’t support it. 

[Note: After the interview, this 
reporter learned that the Missouri 
initiative does not explicitly ban 
civil unions, as do the Michigan 
and Ohio initiatives. The Missouri 
amendment, however, is different 
from the Massachusetts amend¬ 
ment - which bans marriage but 
expressly creates the right to civil 
unions. This reporter contacted the 
Kerry campaign to try to clarify the 
question of whether Kerry would 
support a state constitutional 
amendment that just precluded 
same-sex marriage but did not - 
like Massachusetts - expressly pro¬ 
vide for civil unions. Through an e- 
mail from a campaign staffer, 
Kerry, on Tuesday, responded this 
way: “It is not up to me what the 
people of any state decide. And I 
wouldn’t presume to tell them what 
to do. What I will do, if asked, is tell 
people what my position is. I be¬ 
lieve that gay and lesbian couples 
and families should be treated 
equally and fairly and I believe 
that that’s best accomplished 
through civil unions.”] 

How often does this issue come up 
on the campaign trail? Do people 
ask you about it? 

It’s not coming up very much 
right now, no. It depends on 
where you are, but mostly people 
are talking about health care, and 
the war in Iraq, education, and 
jobs. 

The polls would seem to indicate 
that it's kind of on a lower tier, 
but it is on the radar screen. 

I think it’s because the states 
are sort of dealing with it. And 
there’s less sense of - I mean I 
know that within the community 
there’s a sense of urgency and dis¬ 
appointment, and I understand 
that. But I think that politically 
right now - nationally the vast 
majority of people are focused on 
the outsourcing of jobs and their 
inability to pay their bills and sur¬ 
vival, in a sense. 

If you noticed the turnout in Mis¬ 
souri was much larger last month 
than expected, and many of the 
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MEN MAGAZINE’S 


additional voters who showed up 
to vote seemed to show up specifi¬ 
cally to vote for the marriage 
amendment. 

Well, that’s the Bush strategy. 
Sure. That’s their strategy - to try 
to exploit. 

Can you beat that? 

Well, I’m going to have to. And 
you know we can’t afford to have 
60 percent of the community stay 
home like they did last time. 

People are going to have to re¬ 
alize that what’s at stake here is 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. What’s at stake is whether 
you’re going to have a president 
who’s prepared to fight for ENDA 
and fight for hate crimes [legisla¬ 
tion-], or one who’s going to just 
let them sit there. So if people 
want to make progress in Ameri¬ 
ca, in terms of equal protection 
under the law and living up to our 
constitutional rights, this election 
is the most important election of 
our lifetime. 

[Note: This reporter could find 
no data to support the notion that 
60 percent of the gay community 
stayed home during the 2000 pres¬ 
idential election. Instead, precinct 
data collected by the Washington 
Blade from 118 precincts in heavi¬ 
ly gay neighborhoods around the 
country suggested that 68 percent 
of registered voters in those heavily 
gay neighborhoods turned out to 
vote in 2000.] 

Speaking of constitutional rights. 
Many of us see this issue - and I 
hate to keep hammering on gay 
marriage, but it is the one we feel 
most under siege about right now 

- the Constitution guarantees 
equal protection, but we see poll 
after poll saying most Americans 

- the latest said 60 percent - are 
opposed to letting gays have any 
kind of legal security or responsi¬ 
bility or benefits through mar¬ 
riage. As president, how would 
you reconcile those two different 
places? 

Well, the presidency is the 
power of bully pulpit to some de¬ 
gree, and you have to talk reason¬ 
ably to people. Look - you have to 
begin at a beginning. It took us a 
long time to pass the civil rights 
law. There was a huge filibuster 
against it. Nowadays, people 
couldn’t conceive of why did we 
fight about that. It took us a long 
time for women to get the right to 
vote in America. You have to fight 
for things. And you pick a start¬ 
ing point and my starting point is 
to try to pass ENDA and try to 
pass hate crimes [legislation]. 
And you begin to educate people, 
and hopefully you change the cli¬ 
mate and tone - it’s been very ex¬ 
ploitative in the last year or so. 
And you lead. 

And would you do that for the gay 
community - try to - 

I have. Why do you ask me if 
I’d do it? 

As president. Would you do it as 
president? 

Yes, and I told you what my 
priorities are going to be. I’m try¬ 
ing to be very honest about it. 
You’ve got to begin with ENDA 
and begin with hate crimes and 
proceed to grow people’s under¬ 
standing. 

Okay, last question. I'm curious: If 
you had been born gay, how dif¬ 
ferent do you think your life would 
be? 

I can’t tell you the answer to 
that question because I don’t 
know what my - you know, I just 
can’t tell you how I would have re¬ 
sponded to it. Would I have been 
at the forefront of the crusade in 
the 1960s or would I still be, as 
some people are, living a double 
life or something, I don’t know. 


Could you have been in the mili¬ 
tary? 

Uh, I can’t tell you the answer 
to that. I can’t speculate at all. 
There’s no way for me to specu¬ 
late on a life I haven’t lived. 

Well, gay people do it - speculate 
that if we were straight, maybe 
we could run for Senate or maybe 
we could - 

Gay people run for the Senate. 

They do now, but back when you 
were first starting out - 

Gay people run for members 
of Congress. Gay people served 
beside me in Vietnam. 

Is there anything else you - 

Gay people have served in the 
military for years. For years, 
they’ve served in the military. I 
know this. This is what’s impor¬ 
tant: I want an America in which 
people are loved and respected 
and not an America which has 
outcasts and discrimination and 
different layers of being an 
American or a human being. 
People are who they are, and 
America’s greatest [strength] is 
that we honor that and can re¬ 
spect it. 

I think, you know, and I’ve 
said this before, I think marriage 
raises a different issue in the 


minds of a lot of people because 
of its deep religious foundations 
and institutional structure as the 
oldest institution in the world. It 
is the oldest institution in the 
world - older than country, older 
than our form of government, 
older than most forms of govern¬ 
ment. And people view it differ¬ 
ently. What’s important to me is 
pot the terminology or the status; 
what’s important to me are the 
rights. The rights. That you 
shouldn’t be discriminated 
against in your right to visit a 


partner in the hospital. You 
shouldn’t be discriminated 
against in your right to leave 
property to somebody, if that’s 
what you want. You shouldn’t be 
discriminated against if you have 
a civil union relationship that af¬ 
fords you the same rights. Now, I 
think that’s a huge step. There’s 
never been a candidate for presi¬ 
dent who has stood up and said I 
think we should fight for those 
things. And you’ve got to 
progress. Even that, I take huge 
hits for. And you know, I stood up 


on the floor of the Senate and 
voted against DOMA [Defense of 
Marriage Act] because I thought 
it was gay bashing on the floor of 
the United States Senate. I was 
one of 14 votes - the only person 
running for re-election who did 
that. So, I’m not going to take a 
second seat to anybody in my 
willingness to fight for what I 
think is right. But I do think you 
have to take things step by step, in 
a reasonable way, so you can 
achieve some progress and not go 
backwards. ▼

“What happened with the Pal- 
lotta stuff is they wouldn’t agree to 
stay within budgetary controls or 
in the contracts we had with 
them,” said Fred Dillon, the foun¬ 
dation’s policy and communica¬ 
tions director. “That is not the 
case at all with Walk the Talk. 
They have stayed within their 
budgets and stayed to the agreed 
upon terms in their contract.” 

Now that the foundation has 
taken on producing its AIDS Life- 
Cycle in coordination with the 
L.A. Center, Dillon said the agency 
is glad it can rely on Walk the Talk 
to handle the marathons. 

“We are grateful at not having to 
do another event ourselves in house,” 
said Dillon. “As long as the company 
stays within budgetary controls and 
produces the event well, we are 
happy working with them.” 

Whether the company orga¬ 
nizes two or three marathons per 
year, it is paid a flat annual fee of 
$120,000. Out of the money raised 
to date, roughly $1 million has 


gone to local Bay Area AIDS agen¬ 
cies, $1.5 million to global treat¬ 
ment efforts, and $3 million went 
to the foundation. 

The remaining $4.6 million 
covered the expense of putting on 
the fundraiser. Most of the money 
paid for the airfare and hotel 
rooms for the runners, who sign 
up to either run the Honolulu 
Marathon or the Mardi Gras 
Marathon in New Orleans. 

Linda Francisco, the associate 
program director for the 
marathon’s Oakland office, said 
the company works hard to keep 
its expenses low. It does not put 
on the marathons, instead en¬ 
rolling its runners in races pro¬ 
duced by other entities. 

“I know we run the program as 
efficiently as we can. Anytime you 
are looking to raise money, a cer¬ 
tain amount of expenses need to be 
made. We work very hard to keep 
our expenses low,” said Francisco. 

Whereas Pallotta would use the 
AIDS bike rides to sell his compa¬ 
ny and products, Walk the Talk 
uses a different approach. Richard 
Zeichik, who founded the compa¬ 
ny, contacted Jeff Galloway, a for- 
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mer U.S. Olympic runner and au¬ 
thor of a popular running book 
Marathon , to use his training 
methods for the AIDS marathons. 

“We are using the model Jeff has 
put together. His business is getting 
people from the couch to the finish 
line safely,” said Francisco, who has 
known Galloway since she ran a 
marathon program in Florida. “He 
has nothing to do with the 
fundraising or Walk the Talk.” 

Galloway’s method combines 
running with walking and is cred¬ 
ited with transforming people 
who have never run a race in their 
life into long distance runners. His 
program guarantees that 98 per¬ 
cent of the people who show up on 
race day will finish; for the last 
three years the SF marathons have 
had a 100 percent completion rate. 

But the program does lose 35 
to 37 percent of the people who 
initially sign up due to various 
reasons. Currently a group of 630 
runners, down from the 820 who 


signed up, are training and raising 
money for the December 12 Hon¬ 
olulu race. Training runs six 
months, with runners increasing 
the miles they run each weekend 
as they near race day. 

As he waited to begin his prac¬ 
tice run last Saturday in Golden 
Gate Park, Dale Scheller, 45, an 
operations manager from San 
Jose, said it was his third time in 
the program. Running partners 
with Hadley, he said the training 
“is incredible. You can’t beat it be¬ 
cause it is set up for success.” 

Hadley said she has found the 
fundraising - each runner must 
raise $3,000 in order to participate 
- to be easy over the years and is 
pleased with how that money gets 
spent. 

“The program did a good job 
of explaining how the money is 
broken down and where it goes,” 
she said. 

San Francisco resident Andy 
Chen, 34, an architect, has signed 


up for four marathons over the 
last two years. 

“It is a great thing to be doing. 
It keeps me healthy and it keeps 
you active,” said Chen. “It is very 
well organized and the staff are 
great.” 

This weekend, Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 18 in Golden Gate Park 
and Sunday, September 19 in 
Berkeley’s Marina, training begins 
for the Mardi Gras marathon on 
February 27. Francisco said she 
expects to start off with 400 regis¬ 
trants and anyone interested can 
still sign up. 

Dillon, who has run in the 
marathons, said anyone can do it. 

“I never would have thought I 
could run a marathon. I was never 
a runner and had run at most .two 
miles,” he said. “It amazed me I 
was able to do a marathon under 
five hours by the end of it.”

C ommunity activist and long¬ 
time medical marijuana ad¬ 
vocate Mary Elaine Gennoy 
died on Sunday, September 5, due 
to complications following throat 
surgery. She was 53. 

Ms. Gennoy was born June 11, 
1951, and raised in Alameda. She 
was born with multiple congeni¬ 
tal disabilities, believed to be due 
to radiation treatments her moth¬ 
er received for cancer while she 
was pregnant.

Tommy Kohl, 
aka Sister Sindy 
Vine of the Sisters 
of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence, Inc., San 
Francisco. Born 
February 19, 1941,

and cancer. A life¬

Oakland, he was predeceased by his par¬ 
ents, Roland “Ole” and Frances

To lift the spirit of the gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, transgender communi¬ 
ties, he worked diligently to become a 
Sister of Perpetual Indulgence as well as 
their personal photographer. His work 
helped raise thousands of dollars for 
AIDS, breast cancer, and gay and lesbian 
youth. 

His friends, family and community 
will miss Tommy, his wonderful smile 
and sense of humor. He suggests you 
carry on his memory by naming your 
next pet (or child) “Tommy”. That way 
he will hear you call “Tommy, Tommy 
come here” and smile down on you.

wildlife can be mixed in with the 
exterior and the concession 
stands.

A more pressing 
problem is the fi¬ 
nancial issue facing 
the park.

be something they are not, and are 
going to steal your boyfriend are 
the accepted norm. 

I also suspect that shows like 
Awful Pretty and He's a Lady will 
only reinforce the longstanding 
assumptions of many in the femi¬ 
nist movement that transgender 
people - primarily transsexuals - 
are simply enforcing feminine 
stereotypes. Again, we end up 
back at Cosmo quizzes, a concept 
of femininity that seems to large¬ 
ly exist only within the television. 

Both TBS and UPN will now 
take these stereotypes to a new 
level, injecting them into the real¬ 
ity genre, and turning individuals 
with little or no transgender his¬ 
tory or identity into the stereotyp¬ 
ical transgender person. My reali¬ 
ty will be even further diminished. 

Now the good news: Awful 
Pretty and He's a Lady require the 
stereotypes to work. They need 
Cosmo quizzes in order to show 
what a woman supposedly is, and 


the “men in dresses” have to look 
like “men in dresses.” They also 
cannot escape the stereotypes they 
have a hand in creating. 

They cannot escape one more 
thing: the will of the viewers. In 
order for such programs to sur¬ 
vive, they need to be watched. We 
can reject these shows, cutting 
into their all-important market 
share, and hurting their chances 
for advertising revenue. I’m not 
going to ask you to boycott - but 
do consider opting for other pro¬ 
grams on other networks. 

I’ve saved the best news for last: 
even if these shows manage to sur¬ 
vive, even flourish, their affect on 
transgender stereotypes will not 
last forever. Just as racial stereo¬ 
types fostered by television and 
radio have been largely swept 
aside, so too will the sexual and 
gender stereotypes that we deal 
with today. ▼

co, often seen in her wheelchair 
bedecked with political stickers. 
She was an advocate for LGBT 
rights, elderly and disabled peo¬ 
ple’s rights, and the environment. 
In 2000, she ran as a write-in can¬ 
didate for the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors. 

“A walk down Castro Street 
with Mary in her chair was a won¬ 
derful experience,” said Aldrich. 
“Every second or third person we 
passed would stop and say, ‘Mary, 
how are you, where’ve you been?’ 
She was much loved.” 

Unable to take many pain 
medications, Ms. Gennoy found 
relief through medical cannabis, 
and became an advocate for mar¬ 
ijuana drug law reform and an 
outspoken opponent of law en¬ 
forcement raids against medical 
marijuana patients and providers. 

“If you were born like me, 
you’d have no choice,” Ms. Gen¬ 
noy told the San Francisco Exam¬ 
iner in March 1998. “You’d just do 
it. There have been times when 
I’ve almost died, and I really need 
this to help me out.” 

“Mary was a very powerful ad¬ 
vocate for medical marijuana and 
her own story was very com¬ 
pelling,” said District 8 Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty. “We’ve lost a won¬ 
derful friend.” 


Ms. Gennoy was involved with 
the leather community and was a 
member of the Exiles. She often 
rode with the Women’s Motorcy¬ 
cle Contingent in the San Francis¬ 
co LGBT Pride Parade, clad in her 
beloved black leather jacket. She 
was also a member of the Mont¬ 
clair Women’s Music Collective 
and a fan of women’s music festi¬ 
vals and of the San Francisco Gi¬ 
ants and 49ers. Before she was hos¬ 
pitalized this summer, Ms. Gennoy 
lived with her three cats in a stu¬ 
dio apartment near Duboce Park. 

“Mary was a tremendously 
powerful force to be reckoned 
with,” said Assemblyman Mark 
Leno (D-San Francisco). “Her 
heartfelt passion and commit¬ 
ment to important issues made 
her a giant among many. She will 
be deeply missed by those whose 
lives she touched.” 

Ms. Gennoy is survived by her 
mother, Doris Elaine Gilla; her fa¬ 
ther and stepmother, William and 
Elizabeth Gennoy; her sister and 
brother-in-law, Jane and Tom Di- 
etmeyer; and four nephews. 

In her will, Ms. Gennoy re¬ 
quested that she be cremated and 
that her ashes be buried in the 
Santa Cruz Mountains. 

A memorial celebration of Ms. 
Gennoy’s life will take place this 
Saturday, September 18, from 2 to 
5 p.m. at the home of Dennis 
Peron, 3745 17th Street in San 
Francisco. T

The wonderful world of Gwyneth Paltrow 

Bringing 'Sky Captain and the World of Tomorrow' into our dimension

I recently spent a morning with Acade¬ 
my Award-winning, cross-dressing 
(Shakespeare in Love) actress Gwyneth 
Paltrow, the day before she appeared on 
Oprah along with Jude Law, her co-star in 
the new film Sky Captain and the World of 
Tomorrow. 

Paltrow has come a long way from her 
days spent in a specially constructed, air- 
conditioned baby-stroller on the sets of her 
mother’s (Blythe Danner) movies and 
plays, or visiting her father, the late TV 
producer Bruce Paltrow [St. Elsewhere ), on 
the sets of his popular shows. 

It wasn’t until 1983, when Paltrow 
trekked with her family across the country 
from LA to Massachusetts, so that her dad 
could come produce summer-stock shows 
in the Berkshires, that she got bitten by the 
acting bug. 

“My parents were so supportive,” said 
Paltrow, 33, about the encouragement she 
received when she told her parents she 
wanted to act. 


At 19, Paltrow quit college (UCSB), 
where she was majoring in Art History, to 
pursue a full-time acting career.

Shotgun’s apocalypse 

Liz Duffy Adams''Dog Act' at Thick House 


by Richard Dodds 


ost-apocalypse is a popular 
genre for young playwrights 
who get to create a world 
rather than work with the one we 
are in. Anything goes, and the re¬ 
sults sometimes end in audience 
abuse. An exception is Liz Duffy 
Adams’ Dog Act, a play that 
threads remnants of a contempo¬ 
rary culture into a patchwork of a 
daffy new society. 

Adams’ play is having its world 
premiere in a Shotgun Players 
production at the Thick House, 
that then moves to the Ashby 
Stage in Berkeley later this month. 
This may be a breakthrough play 
for Adams, who has had numer¬ 
ous plays produced at smaller the¬ 
aters, but who has yet to take the 
next big step up the ladder. 


Shotgun is providing a sharp 
production that provides a be¬ 
guiling introduction to the play. 
(For ticket info, call 510-841-6500 
or go to shotgunplayers.org.) 

A New Yorker for all 
of her adult life, Adams 
has found a second the¬ 
atrical home in San 
Francisco where her 
plays have been pro¬ 
duced by Crowded Fire 
and Cutting Ball the¬ 
aters in addition to 
Shotgun. 

“It all started 
about two years 
ago,” Adams said. “I 
had no connection 
with San Francisco at all, and Dog 
Act was accepted at the Play¬ 
wrights Festival. I just got to know 
a million people and it all took off 
from there.” 


Cutting Ball staged Wet, or Is¬ 
abella the Pirate Queen Enters the 
Horse Latitudes, which Adams 
calls “a pseudo historical play”, 
and Crowded Fire presented The 
Train Play, which “sort 
of straddles an apoca¬ 
lyptic event.” In the 
spring, Crowded Fire 
will produce the pre¬ 
miere of Lower Case 
Gods, a play that looks 
at the abuse of power 
from the ancient world 
to the near future. 

Worlds 
in decay 

Apocalypses 
have an allure for Adams. “There 
is something fascinating about the 
idea of ordinary life being radical¬ 
ly disrupted and then what hap¬ 
pens between people,” she said. “If 
you have to start over, what kind 
of political systems rise instinc¬ 
tively?” 

While apocalypses are general¬ 
ly considered serious business, 
Adams describes Dog Act as “a 
kind of futuristic backstage com¬ 
edy.” In the play, society has splin¬ 
tered into various tribes that have 
their own customs, rules, and 
connections to pre-apocalypse 
civilization. The Scavengers, for 
example, are recyclers to a fault, 
speak in a poetry liberally sprin¬ 
kled with profanity, and worship 
a deity known as The Wendy. 

“The idea,” Adams explained, 
“is that they have scavenged as a 
basis of their culture three 
sources. One is the word “fuck,” 
one of those all-purpose words 
that will survive like cockroaches. 
Another is Shakespeare, and then 
there’s “Peter Pan.” 

But the principal characters of 
Dog Act are members of the wan¬ 
dering vaudevillian tribe, a group 
with a protected status because 
they are considered the keepers of 
history. Not that accuracy is nec¬ 
essarily a key component, at least 
not in the shows that Rozetta 
Stone and her assistant Dog per¬ 
form. In their story of Adam and 
Even, the Bible and Darwinism 
get all tangled up.

Rozetta and Dog have their 
own variation on the English lan¬ 
guage that mirrors the cultural 
detritus that fills their show 
wagon. 

“There’s this sense of archeol¬ 
ogy in her language as well, all of 
which comes out of thinking of 
her as a character,” the playwright 
said. “It’s not random. As I am ex¬ 
ploring how she speaks, that be¬ 
gins to tell me more about who 
she is.” 

Adams is generally disinterest 
in using traditional romance as 
main plot point because “it’s been 
done to death. I’ve been kind of 
attracted to depicting same-sex 
romance because at least it’s a lit¬ 
tle bit more interesting. Dog Act is 
one of very few of my plays that 
doesn’t at least have a same-sex 
kiss. I’m more or less hetero, but 
I’m one of those people who feel 
human sexuality is more on a 
continuum than an oppositional 
thing.? 

Inner worlds 

Adams creates worlds that she 
calls “fantastical,” a passion that 
goes back to a confusing child¬ 
hood in Massachusetts. “I experi¬ 
enced my childhood as highly 
stressful, and my sisters and my 
brother and I were kind of left to 
our own devices off an on before 
my family did finally fall apart. 
The upside was that we lived in 
these woods that were absolutely 
beautiful. It was sort of a fairy tale 
setting in that there were ogres 
but there were also fairies and 
unicorns, not to sound too twee.” 

Adams dealt with the strained 
family dynamics by pulling in¬ 
wards. “I was very shy and I read 
obsessively and daydreamed. I do 
think that is what probably made 
me a writer and definitely influ¬ 
ences my work.” 

She had intended to be an ac¬ 
tress, and tried her luck in the 
commercial NY theater. “It was 
just awful,” she said. “To get back 


in charge of my creative life, I 
wrote a play. It got produced off- 
off-Broadwayt. On the basis of 
that play I went to grad school 
and kept writing. 

“It was such a relief to have 
found that this is what I can do 
because it sort of redeems every¬ 
thing. Every insane choice and 
every wrong turn and every lost 
year and every disaster partaken 
of, it’s all grist for the mill.”

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It’s comedy, idiot! 

War's reality dims ' Cos / fan tutte'

;V ozart and Da Ponte’s Cost 
fan tutte , the most deli¬ 
cious sex comedy ever 
written — with equal emphasis 
on “delicious,” “sex” and “come¬ 
dy” — shocked the world for 
many decades. With its frank 
misogyny, casual infidelities and 
basically unbridled sexuality, the 
opera was considered frivolous, 
cruel and immoral for all of the 
19th and half of the 20th century. 

We know better now, or at 
least I thought we did until San 
Francisco Opera got its mitts on 
the new Cost production (origi¬ 
nated at Opera Monte Carlo) 
which opened the season on Sat¬ 
urday. Once again we are con¬ 
fronted with “Regietheater” in all 
its academic pomposity. Director 
John ‘Cox’s “deconstruction” (out¬ 
lined in the program) settles on 
the idea that Don Alfonso’s “war” 
is real, in factWW I. Cox sets the 
opera in a Mediterranean gam¬ 
bling resort (read: Monte Carlo) 
in 1914. 

Robert Perdziola’s painted set 
of a hotel overlooking a gorgeous 
bay, a beach full of striped um¬ 
brellas, boats with lighted rigging 
and a vast marble terrace that 
converts from outdoors to in¬ 
doors with a few moving set 
pieces and props, all of it dripping 
with vermilion wisteria, is gor¬ 
geous. Most of his costumes are 
witty, though occasional self-con¬ 


sciousness spoils the effect. (For 
instance, does Fiordiligi’s evening 
dress have to be frumpy in order 
to convey her essential serious¬ 
ness?) 

Then Cox comes up with his 
“reality” idea. After the boys go off 
to “war” (it’s still a joke at this 
point), the hotel becomes a Red 
Cross staging area. The girls are 
volunteer nurses and the atmos¬ 
phere is distinctly queasy. By 
adding the un-Mozartian idea 
that their men really may die, the 
mock-heroic parody becomes of¬ 
fensive. All that weeping and car¬ 
rying-on isn’t funny when there 
are real casualties. In the finale, 
soldiers intrude on the wedding, 
smoke fills a corner of the stage, 
and our heroes return to war, this 
time for real. Given the bloody- 
mindedness of the production, 
they probably don’t survive. 

Spare the dramatics 

Well, I am sorry, but Cost fan 
tutte is not a psychology textbook. 
It may be a sex farce, but it has a 
number of important things to 
say about the workings of the 
human heart. It just says them in 
a light, entertaining manner. 
Cox’s stern, minatory approach 
ruined the performance of debu¬ 
tante Alexandra Deshorties. I’m 
giving her the benefit of the doubt 
by suggesting that her dour, 
grumpy characterization of the 
hilariously militant Fiordiligi is a 
construct of the director. 

True, Deshorties does not have 


the glamorous soprano tone that 
one raised on the Fiordiligis of 
Elisabeth Schwarkopf, Margaret 
Price, Pilar Lorengar and Kiri Te 
Kanawa has come to expect, but 
she sings well enough with a solid 
lower register and much energy. 
(A trill might improve her musi- 
cality.) Still, when it came to that 
great erotic duet, “Fra gli amp- 
lessi,” the heat quotient was turned 
off for both singers. Tenor Paul 
Groves (Ferrando) has that neuter 
Mozart tenor voice and personal¬ 
ity that does nothing for me. 

It was more obvious in her 
Dorabella than in her debut role 
here (as the Komponist in Ariadne 
auf Naxos ) why Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg esteems Claudia Mahnke. 
With Mozart in the pit, she could 
be heard better than over Strauss’ 
orchestral din. Plus, she’s attrac¬ 
tive and has a naturally ebullient 
stage persona. Her partner, bari¬ 
tone Hanno Mueller-Brachman 
(American opera debut) does not 
have a light touch or good Italian 
diction. I found his Guglielmo too 
coarse, rather as if Papageno had 
wandered into Monte Carlo. 

Stillwell, von Stade 
to the rescue 

That left the two veteran 
Americans, Frederica von Stade 
and Richard Stillwell, to steal the 
show, which they did handily. The 
last time I heard Dick and Flicka 
together, they were a rapturously 
young Pelleas and Melisande in 
Santa Fe. Thirty years later, he has

virtually no tone left but he uses 
what he’s got as cleverly as Sesto 
Bruscantini or any Italian 
farceur who sang well past his 
prime. And Stillwell looks like 
Paul Newman in The Road to 
Perdition, a treat for the eyes. 

You’ve never heard a Despina 
like von Stade, making a role 
debut after 30 years of singing 
Dorabella. Tart, well-used and still 
cheerful about it (checking out 
the bell boys), this Despina is no 
soubrette, but a hardened, 
money-conscious French bour¬ 
geois. At first I didn’t like the 
mezzo sound, but she lightened it 
as the opera went on and eventu¬ 
ally was the funniest, most con¬ 
vincing “Doctor” and “Notary” 
I’ve ever heard. This tour de force 


suggests renaming the opera De¬ 
spina. 

None the less, it was the vocal 
ensembles that carried the 
evening. Even without great, glis¬ 
tening voices, everybody was on 
his or her toes, singing in cham¬ 
ber music style. This was mainly 
due to the ministrations of 
Michael Gielen in the pit. An ex¬ 
perienced modern music maestro, 
he understands that a contempo¬ 
rary orchestra cannot play Mozart 
properly unless the strings are 
reined in and the winds allowed 
to burble, burp and cajole as only 
Mozart’s can. Best Cost overture 
I’ve ever heard live. Excellent ac¬ 
companiments, too, though the 
uncredited harpsichordist was 
barely audible. V

Even Barry Humphries, the 
man inside the glittery gowns, 
recognizes this. “It’s exactly the 
same show,” Edna says, “only 
new.” 
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For those who saw the previ¬ 
ous Edna shows that have played 
San Francisco, Back with a 
Vengeance will hold few surprises. 
But that doesn’t mean there aren’t 
laughs still to be mined from the 
formula. 

What makes the show “new” 
each night are Edna’s reactions to 
the various theatergoers enlisted 
for mild humiliation. By now, 
Humphries has plenty of quips in 
his arsenal that can be applied to 
many of the situations, but he still 
can provide a comic thrill when 
he nails an ad lib provoked by an 
unpredictable situation. 

Humphries even managed to res¬ 
cue a failed phone bit when there 
was no one home in two tries to a 
married couple’s friends and rel¬ 
atives. 

But there is plenty of pre¬ 
dictability in a Dame Edna show. 
She will make fun of the paupers 
in the balcony, there will be wink¬ 
ing allusions to her children’s ho¬ 
mosexuality, something will 
cause her to unleash her gag re¬ 
flex, her late husband’s prostate 
will be invoked, there will be 
some localized jokes and un-PC 
humor, and the show will end 
with a gladiola toss. The opening- 
night performance lasted nearly 
three hours, so a little tightening 
of well-trod material might be in 
order. 

Back with a Vengeance heads 
to Broadway after its SF run, and 
the production is wrapped in faux 
glamorous curtains and a Man¬ 
hattan cyclorama meant to sug¬ 
gest the view from Dame Edna’s 
Manhattan penthouse. Also on 
hand are four dancers who ac-

Too flighty to land 

'The Secret in the Wings' at Berkeley Rep

B n her program notes for The 
Secret in the Wings, writer-di¬ 
rector Mary Zimmerman says 
she creates her shows on the fly as 
a way of ensuring spontaneity. It 
was a technique that worked 
beautifully in Metamorphoses, in- 
triguingly in The Notebooks of 
Leonard da Vinci, and, now, spo¬ 
radically in The Secret in the 
Wings. 

Zimmerman is working with a 
versatile cast of nine, most of 
whom have worked with her be¬ 
fore. The Chicago-born produc¬ 
tion, now at Berkeley Rep, weaves 
together several fairy tales in a 
style combining once-upon-a- 
time worlds with contemporary 
trappings. It starts promisingly 
with a chipper suburban couple 
about to leave their daughter with 
an ogre-like babysitter. It’s a re¬ 
curring variation on the Beauty 
and the Beast theme that pops up 
as other fairy tales are being 
begun, interrupted, and finished. 

There is more promise in the 
early part of the show, such as in 
the story of the princess who 
would not laugh. Various enter¬ 
tainers try to amuse her, with be¬ 
heading the penalty for those who 
fail. A stand-up comic and song- 
and-dance man lose their heads, 
and so does the poor chap who 
does a hilarious impression'of a 
mutant fowl named Chickenzilla. 
The production grows more

lyrical as it progresses, with scenes 
of actors making like swans, 
melancholy songs, and images of 
snow falling in the junk-filled 
basement that serves as a univer¬ 
sal set. It’s all pretty enough, but 
only provides a loose hold on an 
audience’s attention. You can ap¬ 
preciate the theatrical imagina¬ 


tion behind each scene, but it’s 
not always enough. ▼

Low-key gala kicks off SFS season

he opening night of the San 
Francisco Symphony last 
week was surprisingly short 
on excitement, but pleasing in a 
more intimate display of hospital¬ 
ity. Balloon drops and confetti 
shoots are now artifacts of a 
showier past. Music Director 
Michael Tilson Thomas seemed 
determined to avoid the usual 
fuss, ready to dive right into his 
tenth season on the podium. 

It was an occasion ripe for cel¬ 
ebration. MTT has accomplished 
much in the past decade and, on 
top of his musical triumphs, he is 
turning 60 in December. A little 
glamour and glitz could have 
marked his milestones with a 
touch more appropriate flair. 

The gala is rarely about the 
music anyway. Seeing and being 
seen, quaffing champagne, and 
swapping summer vacation sto¬ 
ries are the expected order of the 
day. A fair amount of happily su¬ 
perficial buzz surrounded the 
concert, to be sure, but even the 
lobby decorations were distinctly 
low-key this year. 

There was no discernible 
theme to the music making either. 
Three pieces by American com¬ 
posers framed Debussy’s La Mer, 
though Gershwin’s An American, 
in Paris could be said to share a 
certain Gallic flair.

Lightheared but uneven 

MTT began with one of his 
typically charming asides. Allud¬ 
ing to last year’s abortive opening, 
when a fire alarm stopped the 
concert moments into the finale 
of Stravinsky’s Firebird ; he decid¬ 
ed to start where that event left 
off. The new program struggled in 
vain to reach the same level of ex¬ 
hilaration. 

Bernard Herrmann’s Concert 
Suite, culled from his score for 


Hitchcock’s Vertigo (set in a beau¬ 
tifully mysterious San Francisco), 
seemed a fine way to start the con¬ 
cert proper. The Wagnerian love 
music provided an especially lush 
interlude. The popular flavor of 
the film’s themes compared un¬ 
easily, however, to the more so¬ 
phisticated sonorities of the fol¬ 
lowing La Mer. Debussy became 
the serious focal point of a bill 
slanted towards more obviously 
lighthearted fare. 

After an extended intermis¬ 
sion, Copland’s witty Danzon 
Cubano seemed to finish as quick¬ 
ly as it began. At least, it was more 
in keeping with a festive atmos¬ 
phere. The closing American in 
Paris might have been a perfect 
complement had it not been pre¬ 
sented in such a straight-faced 
manner. 

MTT is justifiably praised for 
his idiomatic treatment of Gersh¬ 
win, but he avoided sentimentali¬ 
ty and his usual sexiness in a tight¬ 
ly controlled and ultfmately un¬ 
convincing rendition. The jaunty 
rhythms and jazzy high spirits of 
the score were sidestepped for a 
more detailed exploration of the 
composer’s remarkable orchestra¬ 
tion. It is music that can not fail to 
delight, but it shouldn’t be taken 
too seriously. 

The maestro made a point of 
saying the night was a celebration 
of the orchestra and so there was 
no need for guest soloists or fancy 


Bush’s Brain examined 


Doc has good setup, poor payoff

approached this film with un¬ 
reasonable expectations, but in 
the Darwinian world of Bush 
jokes, shouldn’t a film called 
Bush’s Brain be the ultimate 
punch line? Based on the best sell¬ 
ing book, Bush’s Brain: How Karl 
Rove Made George W. Bush Presi¬ 
dent by James C. Moore and 
Wayne Slater, this film begins with 
political war stories (we see a 
grown man cry and hear about a 
lesbian-bashing whisper cam¬ 
paign) and ends with a real war 
story. It’s the tenuous connection 
between the setup and the payoff 
that spoils the fun, but if what you 
want is a down-and-dirty account 
of Texas politics, hardball divi¬ 
sion, this is your film. 

My closest encounter with 
“Bush’s brain” occurred in the 
men’s room of a downtown Hous¬ 
ton hotel. It was 1978 and I was

covering GOP candidate for gov¬ 
ernor Bill Clements. In the film, 
Clements, whose campaign was 
managed by a very young Karl 
Rove, is described as ornery, but I 
found this blustery red faced oil¬ 
man to be quite affable as he de¬ 
tailed how he was going to win by 
pulling in the votes of conservative 
“yellow dog” Democrats, so 
named because they’d back a yel¬ 


low dog before voting Republican. 
Now it’s funny to think that the 
most accurate prediction I ever 
got about Texas politics came 
while standing in front of urinal, 
but Clements was indeed the first 
Republican elected Texas governor 
since Reconstruction. Now maybe 
Rove was “Clement’s brain,” but 
frankly I think this irascible old 
guy, who already had a building 
with his name on it on the campus 
of Southern Methodist University, 
had something to teach Rove. 

Purportedly, one of the first 
coups in Rove’s brand of political 
chicanery took place during 
Clements’ 1986 bid to regain the 
governor’s mansion, having lost 
the 1982 election to Democrat 
Mark White. A bugging device 
was found in Rove’s office in Oc¬ 
tober, 1986. Dave McNeely of 
Austin American-Statesman notes 
that the battery on the device in¬ 
dicated that it been planted 15

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pyrotechnics. Perhaps that is the 
mission statement for his tenth 
season. After all, the real hoopla is 
usually reserved for the more ex¬ 
troverted Opera opening. Let the 
Symphony just get on with it. 

I still couldn’t help wishing for 
a little more action. The parties 
after the concert in the rotunda of 
City Hall and the tent next to 
Davies did manage to inject some 
theatricality and MTT made a 
gracious appearance. The large 
crowd certainly appeared to be 
having a grand enough time. 

If Tilson Thomas wanted to 
make an early night of it, who 
could blame him? The season is 
inaugurated and, since no one 


could deny he is one of the most 
energetic and dedicated conduc¬ 
tors in the Country, he ought to 
be allowed to pace himself. ▼

Pitch-perfect politics 

'Silver City' happily preaches to partisans

ers up the tire tracks they’ve left 
on the souls of their foes. Drey¬ 
fuss’ Raven breaks into a cock-of- 
the-walk strut that leaves no 
doubt power is his aphrodisiac. 
Dreyfuss’ defining screen mo¬ 
ments, such as putting his best 
friend in a wheelchair in service of 
a land grab scheme ( The Appren¬ 
ticeships of Duddy Kravitz ) or 
screwing the wife of a rival alu¬ 
minum siding salesman in Tin 
Men (“I could always smell a man 
who was not made of tin.”), have 
usually been in support of the late 
Leo Durocher’s eleventh com¬ 
mandment: “Nice guys finish 
last.” The cynical surface, as with 
that other ultra lefty actor 
Humphrey Bogart, conceals a 
heart that bleeds pnly off screen. 

Rushing Silver City to theatres 
in time to make his contribution 
towards a Bush-free America, 
John Sayles has gathered a cast of 


character actors large enough to 
have remade Murder on the Orient 
Express , in service of a story that 
hints at a Chinatown- like political 
skullduggery. Danny Huston 
combines his director father’s 
toothy grin with his sister’s more 
feline presence to give us a private 
eye who is not only behind the 
curve of this story but who real¬ 
izes a bit late that his whole life is 
a bad joke (crowned by the visual 
gag of trying to heat a late night 
snack in the gap left by his ex- 
wife’s theft of their microwave 
oven). 

Silver City is preaching to the 
choir, but what’s wrong with that? 
For those of us on the left coast, 
whose votes have already been 
discounted, this fable about the 
Blue Meanies behind the barri¬ 
cades at 1600 Pennsylvania Av¬ 
enue is pitch perfect, a virtually 
flawless treat. ▼

minutes before it was found. Now 
while nothing was formally 
proved, critics attribute Clement’s 
victory in part to the Rove tactic 
of successfully switching the sub¬ 
ject of the political debate to the 
opponent’s disadvantage. Austin 
based reporter Glenn Smith 
scornfully observes, “Politics with 
Karl Rove is hard ball. I consider 
myself hard ball, but I would 
never bug my own office and 
blame it on an opponent.” 

Now the piece de resistance of 
the Bush/Rove years in Texas was 
their 1994 upset of Texas governor 
Ann Richards. In a hilarious mo¬ 
ment in the campaign, there are 


film clips of Bush and Richards 
showing off their prowess with a 
shotgun. Bush’s Brain demon¬ 
strates Rove’s success in curbing 
“Dubya’s” wandering syntax and 
thought processes. Columnist 
Molly Ivans asserts, “Bush can’t 
really talk well. He gets himself 
into trouble. So Karl Rove took 
him off the road to a camp in East 
Texas and put the fear of Jesus 
into him.” Ivans adding, “After 
that he never got off message.” 

Whispering campaigns 

One of the darkest parts of 
Bush’s Brain is its thesis that the 
tightly disciplined Bush/Rove at¬ 
tack against Richards included a 
whispering campaign, “Is she a 
lesbian?” As a reporter observes 
next page ► 
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ou don’t tell us how to stage 
the news and we won’t tell 
you how to report it.” 

In Silver City a politician goes 
bass fishing as a photo op in what 
is supposed to be a pristine Col¬ 
orado lake. When Dickie Pilager 
(Chris Cooper) reels in a very 
dead human, alarms bells go off. 
Dickie’s campaign manager, 
Chuck Raven (Richard Dreyfuss), 
smells a rat and as fast as you can 
say, “I want him dead in the 
water,” he’s sending out the dogs 
— dogs trained to sniff out dirty 
tricks. Soon a washed-up reporter 
turned private eye, Danny 
O’Brien (Danny Huston), is on 
the trail of whoever might want to 
embarrass Dickie, which of course 
turns out to be half the state. The 
fact that the corpse is an illegal 
worker whose body reeks of 
cyanide gives a deliciously nasty 
Eco spin to the proceedings. 

Silver City is, more or less, 
John Sayles’ version of Bush’s 
Brain. Our pleasure is at its peak 
whenever Dickie trips over his 
platitudes (“I’ll maintain cultural 
equilibrium,” translates into “No 
handouts for homos.”). Chris 
Cooper is adept at dimming his 
bulb in such a way as to suggest a 
man who may be just playing at 
dumb, or may be a real tool. Dick¬ 
ie’s pride at being able to spit out 
the multi-syllabic “infrastructure” 
surpasses any need to use the 
word properly in a sentence. Late 
in the film a cynical camp follow¬ 
er observes of Dickie’s well pol¬ 
ished TV image, “He seems a lot 
more gubernatorial with the 
sound off.” 

As Dickie’s brain, Richard 
Dreyfuss makes no pretense at 
aping Karl Rove’s nice guy facade. 
Dreyfuss has always excelled at 
rogues whose slippery charm cov-

shot. Henri and Chat hook up. 
Chat (Noah Fleiss) is looking for a 
girl who’s fresh, pretty and who 
will put out. 

Henri (Addie Land) is looking 
for a whole lot more. Each night 
she shares a rollout couch bed 
with her vagabond mother, Kate 
(Cara Seymour). Kate has found 
a factory job, an Indian casino 
worker for a boyfriend and clut¬ 
tered room in a leaky shack 
owned by Henri’s no nonsense 
Latvian grandmother. Surround¬ 
ed by a predatory consumer cul¬ 
ture where the only true non¬ 
spectator sport is shopping, Henri 
is shopping for a new family. 

Evergreen’s driving metaphor is 
the makeover, that TV-inspired 
fantasy that one day a whole 
bunch of fabulous people will just 
drop by, take a wrecking ball to 
your old life, and make you fabu¬ 
lous too. 

Kate, in between shifts at the 
toilet-paper factory, clings to the 
hope that being a freelance repre¬ 
sentative for First Lady Cosmetics 
will fuel her Cinderella story in 
which she gets to be her own fairy 
godmother. Daughter Henri is 
more realistic. Lacking any friends 
at her latest new school, except 
this blond boy who buys her 
triple-shot mocha espressos with 
chocolate sprinkles and promises 
to take her home to meet his folks, 
Henri decides to shed her old 
identity (she never tells Chat that 
Henri is short for the rather 
dowdy Henrietta) and like a real¬ 
ity show contestant goes for the 
big prize: a place on a much more 
expensive couch next to Chat’s 
mother.

about Rove’s methods, “Karl is in 
deep on everything. He orches¬ 
trated all the moves, not just the 
ones that didn’t smell a little 
stinky at the end of the day.”

Welcome back, 

Mary Hartman 

Fans of Mary Hartman, Mary 
Hartman may reflect on the fact 
that this strange show’s most last¬ 
ing impact may have been as the 
launching pad for the career of 
Mary Kay Place. This wonderful 
character actor, whose gallery of 
best friends and super moms have 
Contained a hint of Donna Reed 
seasoned by the sunbelt tang of a 
Dolly Parton, has developed a fa¬ 
cility for appearing in top-notch 
satirical films where American 
values are examined, spoofed but 
not repudiated. As Chat’s mom, 
Susan, Place can genuinely wel¬ 
come Henri into her well made 
home without irQny or conde¬ 
scension, but with just a hint of a 
darker motive that will ground 
the film’s seamless shift from 
screwball comedy to melodrama. 

Gary Farmer is superb charac¬ 
ter actor who is just now being 
permitted to play a rich variety of 
working class Americans, who in 
his case just happen to be Native 
Americans. Fresh from his dark 
turn as Fagin-like straw boss for a 
gaggle of lost rent boys in Twist, 
Farmer shows a sunnier side in 
Jim, a casino card dealer audi¬ 
tioning to be Kate’s new old man. 
Brutally quizzed by grandma 
about his intentions —“Are you 
the kind of guy who hits women 
and children?” — Farmer’s Jim 
holds on to both his dignity and 
his plausibility as the answer to a 
larger question that the folks in 
the leaky shack are afraid to ask. 

Evergreen is a gem of a teen 
story where the heroine lacks a 
best friend, a kindly mom, a wise 
mentor, or a roomful of cute 
clothes and stuffed animals. Like 
the kids in Thirteen and Mean 
Creek, Henri is faced with grow¬ 
ing up way too fast and making 
tough irrevocable choices without 


church parking lots. A talk show 
rumor persisted that ‘John Mc¬ 
Cain is having a black love child.’” 

Bush’s Brain is captivating 
when its chorus of battle-hard¬ 
ened Texas reporters wittily detail 
campaign horror stories behind 
the state’s switch from its Solid 
South Democratic tradition to its 
new Republican establishment. 
This rich stew omits the cata¬ 
clysmic changes that shook Texas 
politics: single member legislative 
districts (leading to minority and 
eventually out-gay lawmakers), 
liquor by the drink, 18-year-old 
voting, and ongoing battles over 
women in politics, school reform, 
and the shifting demographics 
that will soon produce a majori¬ 
ty minority electorate. 

Bush’s Brain goes dead when it 
abruptly climaxes with the death 
of a young GI in Iraq. It’s as if the 
film had suddenly switched chan¬ 
nels and a Karl Rove speech sug¬ 
gesting a “Wag the Dog”-like 
strategy to take the country to war 
fails to make sense of this dramat¬ 
ic non sequitur. T

American songbook standards. 
Her latest CD, Taking a Chance 
On Love (Sony Classical), is a 
lovely collection of tunes featured 
in MGM musicals. On it, Monheit 
adds her distinctive perspective to 
“Honeysuckle Rose,” “Love Me or 
Leave Me,” “Embraceable You,” 
“Dancing in the Dark,” “Over the 
Rainbow,” and a trio of Cole 
Porter compositions. I recently 
spoke with Monheit about the 
album. 

Gregg Shapiro: I was at the July 
Peggy Lee tribute concert at 
Ravinia in Chicago, in which you 
performed. How much of an influ¬ 
ence would you say that Peggy 
Lee had on you? 

Jane Monheit: She was actual¬ 
ly a very big influence on me, but 
not in the way that most people 
would think. Obviously, she was 
an incredible vocalist, but she in¬ 
fluenced me more as a woman in 
this business. Maybe a lot of 
Peggy’s fans don’t necessarily 
know what a powerful business¬ 
woman she was, and how hard 
she fought in a man’s world for 
what she was due. 

She was also an incredible 
songwriter, and I think that even 
to this day people don’t give her 
enough credit for all the incredi¬ 
bly beautiful lyrics that she wrote. 


She worked with so many amaz¬ 
ing composers, and through all of 
it, even though she was this in¬ 
credibly gorgeous, beautiful 
woman, she never traded on her 
looks. She always used her mind to 
bring her higher levels of success. 

Your new CD features "In the 
Still of the Night," "Why Can't 
You Behave?" and "Do I Love 
You?," three songs by Cole 
Porter, who is being feted a lot as 
the 40th anniversary of his pass¬ 
ing approaches. 

I really love his music for a lot 
of reasons. Number one, his 
melodies are gorgeous. Number 
two, his lyrics are so incredibly 
witty. There’s also something kind 
of special, I think, about perform¬ 
ing music where the music and 
the lyrics are written by one per¬ 
son; one conception all the way 
through. You know there was no 
discussion about anything. There 
was no confusion. This is one per¬ 
son’s message to the world, and I 
think there’s something really 
cool about that. 

Your version of "Over the Rain¬ 
bow" is featured in the movie Sky 
Captain and the World of Tomor¬ 
row. What does it mean to you to 
have a song featured in a film? 

It’s actually very exciting. It’s 
my first movie soundtrack, and 
it’s quite a thrill; especially be¬ 
cause that song has traveled with 
me throughout my entire life. It 
makes perfect sense to me that it 
should be “Rainbow.” I can’t wait 
to see the film. 

The other songs on the CD are 


from MGM musicals. If you could 
go back in time and be cast in a 
vintage MGM musical, which one 
would you want to do? 

Well, all of them. Maybe I 
would want to be Judy’s part in 
Meet Me in St. Louis, or maybe I 
would want to be Cyd Charisse in 
Bandwagon. Or Ava Gardner in 
Show Boat. The list goes on and 
on for me there! I’m definitely liv¬ 
ing in the wrong time. 

With the renewed interest in 


movie musicals that came in the 
wake of Chicago, are there any 
new musicals in which you'd like 
to star in the movie version? 

I could never pick and choose. 
My love for musical theater is so 
incredibly intense. Maybe some 
fabulous Sondheim or Anthony 
Newley. But then there’s all that 
Richard Rodgers. It would be too 
hard. 

You perform a duet on the CD 
with Michael Buble, who is also 
part of the younger generation of 
pop and jazz vocalists. 

It’s a wonderful thing to be 
part of this movement of young 
people who are bringing these 
songs back to a larger audience. 
These tunes originated as pop

tarian, moved to London, took up

In a big movie, you 
shoot for a few months. We were 
done with this movie in less than 



music, and if we can even get close 
to making these songs popular 
again, I think that’s a wonderful 
thing.

Do you ever have the desire to 
rock out? 

Oh, hell, yeah! I used to be in 
rock bands all the time. I played 
all the rock clubs in New York, 
CBGBs and all that. I used to have 
so much fun. I still listen to a lot 
of rock ’n’ roll and pop music. If 
we’re making a long drive in the 
car, chances are we’re listening to 
Zeppelin or something like that. 
There’s something to be learned 
from all music. Most of the musi¬ 
cians I know love everything. 

If there's a song on the new CD 
that could be remixed by a DJ for 
all of your gay fans in the dance 
clubs, which one should it be? 

Probably “In the Still of the 
Night.” Tunes with a Brazilian 
feel, I think, tend to lend them¬ 
selves really well to remixing. One 
of my favorite albums of all time 
is Red Hot & Rio. I’m addicted to 
that record, and I think it’s such 
an interesting project. I would in¬ 
stantly go for the Brazilian music 
in that sort of realm. ▼ 


a month.” 

But “the movie took more than 
six years to put together before we 
arrived. It’s full of beautiful 
scenery. The filming was actually 
done on a blue screen. The soar¬ 
ing skyscrapers and lush greenery 
are all computer-generated. The 
end result was a wholly new expe¬ 
rience. 

“When you film a movie on lo¬ 
cation, you always wonder how it 
will look on the big screen, with 
all the lighting. I am so used to 
saying to myself, ‘I can’t wait to see 
-how they lit that.’ With this, it was 
like seeing a whole film where you 
had no idea. 

“The most amazing thing 
about this film is the film before 
the film.” She alluded to the film’s 
director, Kerry Conran, who, 
nearly a decade ago, began work 
on the film, ironically, with his 
Apple computer. “Over the course 
of more than a year, he put to¬ 
gether a six-minute mock-up of 
what he envisioned this movie to 
be in its complete form.” Paltrow 
was brought into the project at 
the behest of Jude Law, her costar 
in the homoerotic The Talented 
Mr. Ripley, who was cast first. 

Sky Captain can best be de¬ 
scribed as a cross between Indiana 
Jones, Superman, Star Wars, Me¬ 
tropolis and, yes, Tomb Raider. 

With its sepia tones, its inside 
jokes (director Conran pays 
homage to George Lucas by using 
1138 as the number on a door, 
The Wizard of Oz plays Radio City 
Music Hall in 1939) and its all- 
star cast, Sky Captain and the 
World of Tomorrow is sure to open 
eyes and raise eyebrows. Opens

Christophe Rousset interprets 'English Suites'

ou don’t need all the fingers 
on one hand to count the 
early-music instrumental 
virtuosos who went on to become 
ensemble leaders and conductors 
yet continued doing important 
solo work on their “original in¬ 
struments” (you should pardon 
the new context for this tired 
term). Stardom can take its toll. 
Although Christophe Rousset, 
who rose to the top rank of the 
world’s harpsichordists when he 
won the Bruges Harpsichord Fes¬ 
tival in 1983, at the age of 22, has 
gone on to lead his own ensemble, 
the superb Les Talens Lyrique, 
since 1991 — doing ground¬ 
breaking work in a wide range of 
music we would be immeasurably 


poorer without — he has never 
abandoned his focus on the music 
for solo harpsichord. 

His new recording of Bach’s 
English Suites (Ambroisie) makes 
it clear that his understanding of 
the keyboard music of the 
Baroque’s greatest composer only 
deepens over time. There have 
been complaints about the sound 
of Ambroisie’s CD, which is high¬ 
ly reverberant yet oddly dry. 
Rather than blame the engineers, 
as some wiseacres on the Internet 
have, I prefer to think of it as the 
natural result of the CD’s having 
been recorded at the Museum of 
Art and History in Neuchatel, 
home of the remarkable instru¬ 
ment Rousset plays: a twice-re¬ 
stored 1632 Johnnes Ruckers dou¬ 
ble-manual instrument of strik¬ 
ing sonic character and pungent 


The phenomenal 
Rokia Traore

he voice is like no other. At 
times soft and low, with a 
microphone-enhanced, 
breathy intimacy that suggests 
she’s singing just to you, other 
times soaring and animated, 29 
year-old Rokia Traore’s extraordi¬ 
narily flexible instrument speaks 
of her life as an expatriate from 
West Africa’s Mali. Beyond the 
clarity of her lyrics, sung in her 
native language Bamanan with an 
urgency that suggests she is 
singing for her life, there lies an 
authenticity of expression that 
puts her in the same class as Billy 
Holiday or Bessie Smith. 

With her October 16 debut in 
Carnegie Hall attracting nation¬ 
wide attention, Traore appears 
with SF Jazz at San Francisco’s 
Palace of Fine Arts Theatre on 
October 23. 

The tour promotes the recent 
US release of Traore’s third 
album, Bowmboi (Nonesuch). 
Music and lyrics by Traore is given 
modern arrangements created in 
collaboration with musicians 
playing authentic instruments. 
Two tracks are brilliantly support¬ 
ed by SF’s genre-busting Kronos 
Quartet. 

Traore’s lyrics urge women to 
transcend traditional gender 
roles. One song, “Kote Don,” 
pointedly states: “I dislike what is 
rigid, set/What ‘is’ without know¬ 
ing why.” 

Asked about her choice of in¬ 
strumentation and the absence of 
commercial “pop” arrangements 
that compromise much of today’s 
“world music” releases, Traore ex¬ 
plains: “World music is a concept 
created by Europeans and the West 
to build a market. Because it is not 
possible for most African artists to 
make a living in their own coun¬ 
tries, they play for Europeans and 
Americans. Even if their career 
started by playing traditional 
music, the opportunity to make a 
living by playing‘world music’ un¬ 
consciously transforms their music 
into something that is more for the 
audience than for Africa.” 

The daughter of a now-retired 
diplomat, Traore was only four 
years old when she left Mali to 
begin traveling with her family.

She learned to speak French at al¬ 
most the same time she was learn¬ 
ing Bamanan. 

Return to roots 

Composing her first lyrics 
when she was 14, Traore found 
solace in putting into words what 
she thought about people and 
what was happening around her. 
She eventually left her studies in 
Belgium to return to Mali and 
study singing with a friend of her 
father’s. She was driven by the 
need to express herself and find 
her roots. 

“I was alone in my mind be¬ 
cause I was too much about 
France to be totally as people are 
in my original culture, and not 
enough from France to be totally 
accepted.” 

Creating original music be¬ 
came the means to address her 
isolation. 

“When I perform, it is as 
though my audience becomes my 
friends. There’s a connection that 
makes me feel like I’m a part of 
them. I come from somewhere.” 

Communication is also essen¬ 
tial to slowing the spread of AIDS 
in Mali. According to Traor£, 
many in Mali feel shame about 
the disease. 

“When someone is sick from 
AIDS, the doctor sometimes 
doesn’t tell the person or the fam¬ 
ily. The person doesn’t know and 
can give it to someone else. Peo¬ 
ple feel shame and never really 
talk about it. It is a very sad situa¬ 
tion.” ▼ 



personality. 

The sound could be deemed a 
problem only if the acoustics ob¬ 
scured the clarity of either Bactfs 
counterpoint or Rousset’s playing. 
Both are in the safest of hands and 
seem, if anything, to thrive rather 
than wither in this singular sound 
world. Take a moment to adjust to 
the acoustics, and the rewards 
come pouring in. 

Chief among them, as always, 
is the unmatched vitality of the 
gay musician’s playing. It’s partic¬ 
ularly evident in the fast move¬ 
ments, which race by at implausi¬ 
ble speeds yet with every note 
clearly audible — and articulated 
with the same degree of nuance 
and flexibility you hear in the 
slower, more sinuous movements. 

Haprsichord thrills 

The double Bouree near the 
end of the Second Suite, BWV 807 
(the first in the set, which places 
the evens before the odds), is the 
first to make your hair stand on 
end. Yet, as it whistles by, Rousset 
typically making it sound easy in¬ 


stead of hard, you soon notice the 
same flexibility of rhythm and 
canny characterization of the mu¬ 
sical line heard throughout his in¬ 
terpretation. 

Call it exhibitionism if you 
wish, but this music — which took 
the standard dance forms and 
rhythms to places they’d never 
thought of going before Bach got 
his nimble hands and mind on 
them — asks nothing less, and gets 
it in a refreshingly unidiosyncratic 
way from Rousset. (Honest musi¬ 
cians — and listeners — will tell 
you that they’re in it for the excite¬ 
ment anyway. Rousset adds to that 
taste, refinement, and a seemingly 
unstoppable torrent of fresh, com¬ 
pelling ideas.) 

That said, the slower, denser, 
weirder Sarabandes, with their 
torturous musical lines, sprung 
rhythms, and strained harmonies 
transfixed me most. After the first, 
also in the A-minor Second Suite 
— the single most familiar piece 
in the Suites, but as played by 
Rousset, plumbing new depths of 
expression — I found myself 
waiting impatiently for them, the 
way most listeners do for the exu¬ 
berant Gigues (yes, “jigs”) that end 
each of the suites. 

Given that there is no solid ev¬ 
idence that Bach assembled these 
suites as a set, or that there is any¬ 
thing essentially English about 
them, Rousset has shown addi¬ 
tional cleverness in playing them 
in the order he does. The first CD 
builds to the Sixth Suite, which 


Rousset, in his own notes, calls 
“the most ambitious” of them. (Its 
Gigue sizzles.) 

The second disc ends with the 
Fifth, which wends its way from a 
highly syncopated Prelude to a 
^fugal Gigue that is, he aptly ob¬ 
serves, “chromatic almost to the 
point of leaving the tonality.” Ex¬ 
cept for its haunting Sarabande, 
which is also restless and unset¬ 
tling, it seems constantly to be 
pushing the formal envelope. It’s 
all play for Rousset. 

Enter Egarr 

Richard Egarr, better known to 
the public as a regular colleague of 
violinist Andrew Manze, uses his 
recent Per cembalo solo... Bach 
CD (Harmonia Mundi) to prove 
that he’s a front-rank musician in 
his own right. Playing a splendid 
1991 Joel Katzmann copy of a 
1638 Ruckers harpsichord in a far 
more normal acoustic, Egarr per¬ 
forms a mixed bag of works, the 
most familiar of which are the 
Italian Concerto, BWV 971, and 
the Chromatic Fantasia and Fugue 
in D Minor, BWV 903. Most show 
the magic Bach worked on the 
music of his Italian predecessors 
and contemporaries. Egarr works 
some magic of his own, with play¬ 
ing of consistent lucidity, daring, 
and polish. Like Rousset’s, his 
playing is at the cutting edge of 
Bach performance, which makes 
you sit right up. 

It’s brilliant playing, but Rous¬ 
set’s is pure genius. ▼

Solo CDs from the banded

n the last few months, I have 
received solo CDs by artists 
long associated with bands. 
The desire and compulsion to. 
step out on one’s own is easy to 
understand, and the work created 
in that setting is often rewarding 
for both performer and listener. 

The domestic release of Songs 
from The Front Porch: An Acoustic 
Collection (Boo Boo Wax/iMusic) 
by Spearhead frontman Michael 
Franti introduces the listener to 
another, more bare-bones side of 
the man best known for his work 
with hip-hop outfits Disposable 
Heroes of Hiphoprisy and Spear¬ 
head. Reminiscent of both Gil 
Scott-Heron and Ben Harper, 
Franti’s combination of politics 
and spirituality (“Love’ll Set Me 
Free,” “Oh My God”) makes this 
front-porch music as powerful 



and refreshing as a tall glass of 
lemonade on a hot summer day. 

Lucia Cifarelli of Drill and 
KMFDM fame drops her sur¬ 
name and steps put on her own 
on From the Land of Volcanos 
(The Control Group). Slicker and 
prettier than one might expect, 
Lucia sounds like Madonna.

ferent audience. Traces of the 
Lucia of old can be found on “Or¬ 
dinary Girl” and “Monkey Puzzle 
Tree.” 

On their new respective new 
albums Not So Much To Be Loved 
As To Love (Sanctuary/Vapor) and 
Getting’ In Over My Head 
(Brimel/Rhino), eternal kids 
Jonathan Richman and Brian 
Wilson take differing approaches 
to maturity. Richman exhibits 
both artistic and personal growth 
throughout his wonderful CD. 
From the sentiments of the title 
track to the musical voyages in 
Italian and French, to the political 
statement of “Abu Jamal,” Rich- 
man’s perspective remains 
uniquely his own. After taking on 
Pablo Picasso 30 years ago, Rich¬ 
man offers up a new art-history 
lesson on “Vincent Van Gogh,” 
and reflects on the impact that 
“Salvador Dali” had on his life, 
making the songs informative and 
entertaining. 

Wilson may be looking at the 
world through “Rainbow Eyes” on 
his new disc, but he remains a 
straight man stuck in his unre¬ 
solved childhood. As always, the 
sonic quality of Wilson’s work is 
unparalleled, and the presence of 



legendary guest musicians such as 
Elton John, Paul McCartney, and 
Eric Clapton is worth noting. Un¬ 
fortunately, the simplicity of the 
lyrics makes this a case of style 
over substance, and therefore a 
disappointment. 

Fancey dances 

Two members of The New 
Pornographers, whose 2003 
album Electric Version was one of 
the best releases of the year, have 
stepped out on their own. Fancey 
(March/What Are Records?) by 
New Pornographers guitarist and 
keyboard player Todd Fancey, and 
The Slow Wonder (Matador) by 
New Pornographers frontman 
A.C. Newman give both guys a 
chance to work some different 


muscles. Fancey’s disc is sweet, 
sunny and refreshing. Newman’s 
album is a bit edgier, and every bit 
as enjoyable. 

In addition to releasing new 
solo discs, Tanya Donelly, Dan 
Zanes and Dave Derby all have 
connections to influential Boston 
bands. Donelly started as a mem¬ 
ber of Throwing Muses, and later 
formed The Breeders and Belly. 
Zanes was a founding member of 
the roots-rocking Del Fuegos, and 
Derby led alternative rock band 
The Dambuilders. Donelly’s gor¬ 
geous Whiskey Tango Ghosts 
(4AD) is distinguished by her at 
turns stunning and subtle vocals. 
An unexpected beauty also per¬ 
meates Derby’s Even Further Be¬ 
hind (Badman), and it can be 
found on the title track, which 
echoes Kiss’ “Beth.” Since 2000, 
Zanes and some of his musical 
friends have been recording al¬ 
bums for kids and their families. 
Parades and Panoramas (Festival 
Five) shifts Zanes’ focus to the 
work of the late American poet 
Carl Sandburg and his 1927 book 
The American Songbag, in which 
the writer assembled a multitude 
of folk songs, spirituals and oth¬ 
ers. ▼ 


Live and well 


Out of the studios and onto CD

ifl. Full disclosure: my basic 
^ feeling about live albums is, 
“I wasn’t there, so I don’t 
care.” Live recordings of shows I 
attended are a little more interest¬ 
ing. 

Recorded at the Lillian 
Fontaine Garden Theater in 
Saratoga, California, Joan Arma- 
trading’s Live: All the Way from 
America (SLG) opens promising¬ 
ly, with a heartfelt live reading of 
“Down to Zero,” one of her most 
beloved songs. The piano/vocal 
version of “All the Way” nails the 
emotional impact of the track, 
and “Prove Yourself” and “Physi¬ 
cal Pain,” both from Armatrad- 
ing’s most recent studio effort, 


also translate nicely live. But 
mostly, the performances have a 
monotony that dulls their power. 
Even longtime favorites such as 
“The Weakness in Me,” “Love and 
Affection,” and “Rosie” sound re¬ 
strained. “Me Myself 1” revives the 
energy, and the crowd-pleasing 
encore of “Willow” turns into the 
usual sing-along love-fest. The 
companion DVD features several 
more songs and bonus tracks. 

Tori Amos’ double-disc Wel¬ 
come to Sunny Florida (Epic) is a 
more visual experience. The live 
portion, recorded on the final day 
of her Scarlet’s Walk tour, is a con¬ 
cert DVD featuring Amos’ trade¬ 
mark piano-driven numbers such 
as “Father Lucifer” and “Precious 
Things,” interspersed with back- 
stage and interview footage. The 


second disc includes six new stu¬ 
dio tracks, subtitled Scarlet’s Hid¬ 
den Treasures. 

The expanded double-disc 
reissue of the classic live Talking 
Heads set The Name of This Band 
Is Talking Heads (Sire/WB/Rhino) 
serves a different purpose. Even at 
the time of its initial vinyl release 
more than 20 years ago, TNOT- 
BITH was archival, featuring live 
recordings dating as far back as 
1977. With the addition of previ¬ 
ously unreleased bonus material 
including “The Book I Read,” 
“The Big Country” and “Born 
Under Punches (The Heat Goes 
On),” the name of this live album 
is essential.

Cook’s Broadway (DRG) sounds 
like the legendary Broadway mu¬ 
sical theater actress’ personal ver¬ 
sion of Elaine Stritch At Liberty.

Joan Crawford's 'Queen Bee' on DVD

; oan Crawford is excitingly 
good and wonderfully bad as 
the Queen Bee” trumpeted the 
trailers for this ’55 high camp 
melodrama set in the American 
South, recently released on DVD. 
She’s Eva Phillips, whose alcoholic 
husband, Avery (Barry Sullivan), is 
a wealthy mill-owner. He’s nick¬ 
named “Beauty,” despite a nasty 
scar on his cheek. Their little 
daughter and son are cared for by 
staff. The boy (Tim Hovey) suffers 
from a recurring nightmare about 
a fatal car crash. Also residing at 
the family mansion (which ap¬ 
pears slightly larger than the palace 
at Versailles) is Avery’s sister, Carol 
Lee (Betsy Palmer), who’s secretly 
engaged to Judson Prentiss (John 
Ireland), the estate manager and 
once Eva’s lover. Eva’s invited her 
young, poor cousin Jennifer Stew¬ 
art (Lucy Marlow) to join this 
happy household as a sort of un¬ 
paid companion/gofer. 

Eva appears charming, but is 
in truth manipulative, control¬ 
ling, self-centered, and vain. 
Everyone fears her. We learn that 
she tricked Avery into jilting his 
fiancee Sue McKinnon (Fay Wray,

who survived King Kong, but not 
Crawford) to marry her — and 
poor Sue has never been the same 
since, although Eva treats her 
kindly. Now she’s encouraging 
Jenny to go after Sue’s handsome 
brother Ty (William Leslie), even 
if she doesn’t find him appealing. 
He’s wealthy, charming, and a 
scion of an old family, Eva points 
out. What’s love got to do with it? 
she wonders. 

Carol Lee warns Jenny about 
Eva, suggesting she read a book 
on bees, actually quoting a pas¬ 
sage on the deadly queen of the 
species (I am not making this up) 
to make her point. But Jenny is 
not the most brilliant bulb in the 
lamp. It takes her awhile to realize 
the truth about Eva, and for far 
too long she’s loyal to her “kind 
and generous cousin.” But when 
she sees Eva seducing Judson and 
driving poor Carol Lee over the 
edge, she finally accepts reality 
and admits she’s in love with 
Avery. 

Judson and Avery reconcile, 
and they each hit on a scheme to 
take care of Eva, who warns her 
husband against divorcing her. 
Suffice to say that dreams — or 
nightmares — come true. 

Director and screenwriter 


Ranald MacDougall, who had 
penned the script for Crawford’s 
Oscar winning performance as 
Mildred Pierce (’45), here blends 
bits of Tennessee Williams and 
Lillian Heilman, seasons them 
with lots of pseudo-Freudian bab¬ 
ble and misogynistic symbolism, 
and lets the cast play it like Eugene 
O’Neill at his most portentous. 
The results are often unintention¬ 
ally hilarious. 

Star bright 

Crawford’s performance is a 
true star turn. Everything is 
slightly exaggerated. At about 50 
(she claimed to have been born in 
1908, but other sources say ’06 or 
even ’04), she had to be ^carefully 
photographed to maintain the il¬ 
lusion of youth. The key light on 
her is so bright that her face ap¬ 
pears to be nothing but eyes, eye¬ 
brows, and mouth. It’s rather 
touching that she and the other 
characters constantly refer to her 
beauty — and that contemporary 
audiences, mainly women and gay 
men, agreed with the assessment. 
In contrast, her younger rival 
Bette Davis was now playing old 
maids or frumpy mothers with 
homely husbands like Ernest 
Borgnine. 

The rest of the cast responds to 
Crawford as though she were a 
cross between Lady Macbeth and 
a Miss America finalist, increasing 
the camp element. Jean Louis 
earned an Oscar nomination for 
designing Crawford’s stylish

clothes, and she wears many of 
her own spectacular jewels. 

The movie was the first of 
three Crawford would make with 
Columbia Studios, and was re¬ 
leased 30 years after her silent- 
screen debut. At this point, the 
press referred to her as an “inde¬ 
structible” and “durable” star. The 
French title for this film was 
Femme Diabolique, and it’s a won¬ 
derful guilty pleasure. T

It’s the Hope¬ 
lessly Blinkered Butch Straight Dudes 
who are giving us a black eye. They’re 
the steroid freaks piling up on the 
Arnold bandwagon, practicing politics 
not by consensus, but by brute force 
and overwhelming body odor. They 
don’t care about the common good, 
just about being part of the howling 
pack of male marauders aspiring to 
Hummer heaven. 

It pleases me to think of men kiss¬ 
ing. It pleases me to think of men 
sucking and fucking. It pleases me to 
examine a man’s cock. I can bear to 
look at it directly, and think about it 
openly. I’m free that way. No fear. I can 
look at a woman’s vagina without 
cringing, too. Sexual anatomy doesn’t 
scare me. Those big burly androids 
who follow Arnold? They’re cowardly. 
Can’t face manhood. Can’t look at an¬ 
other man naked and not go weak in 
the knees. They love to watch dykes 
getting it on, “girls gone wild” fashion. 
But would they ever vote to let those 
dykes marry? Heavens no, that would 
make women beyond their control! 

I love men who are. free, who have 
escaped the bondage of group-think, 
who listen deeply to their inner truth, 
acknowledge everything about them¬ 
selves that they can discover, and take 
responsibility for themselves and their 
loved ones rather than blaming all the ' 
world’s ills on others and raising bogey 
men to attack because they are so hung 
up on the question of masculinity. I 
wish TV cameras would descend en 
masse on the Folsom Street Fair to 
show the true spirit of the fest and 
what real men can be. See that they 
can be butch as hell, and still kiss one 
another. Be butch as.hell, and still ac¬ 
knowledge each other’s sexiness. Be 
butch as hell, and still make love, not 
war. 

I don’t mind being called a Girlie 
Man. It’s a compliment. It’s an old 
cruising adage that often the butchest 
of leather men prove to be nelly in 
bed. The one’s you’d expect to be tops 
turn out to be bottoms, and vice versa. 
You never really know until you get a 
finger up their ass. The problem with 
the Blinkered crowd is they’d never let 
their own finger up their ass, much less 
their girlfriend’s, and god forbid an¬ 
other man’s (except a licensed proctol¬ 
ogist’s, properly sheathed, in sterile 
conditions, and ignoring that it feels 
divine). Please, guys, stop hating and 
start getting your wives to strap on dil- 
dos and give you a good ass pounding. 
Wouldn’t that feel fine?

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Lucas Kazan’s 
'Backstage’ 

Keep the men, can the production

ucas Kazan’s Backstage 
could have been the perfect 
salvo to the start of opera 
season. He’s the director who pre¬ 
viously adapted Elixir of Love and 
Pagliacci to the all-male cinema. 
No, his new movie isn’t a make¬ 
over of opening night’s Cost fan 
tutte — although that seems made 
for porn, with its three pairs of 
partner swappers. And it isn’t the 
upcoming Billy Budd — all those 
swarthy sailors cooped up on a 
boat, with the captain lusting for 
the blond hunk. No, Kazan has 
taken his inspiration from the sec¬ 
ond night’s tale of doomed ro¬ 
mance, La Traviata. He has not, 
unfortunately, been inspired. He’d 
have been smart to stick close to 
the opera’s scenario, for there’s 
potential in the story of a 
hustler who makes the ul¬ 
timate sacrifice for the 
john he’s fallen in love 
with. Kazan jettisons 
that, for a tale that’s so 
devoid of exposition 
and awkwardly laid out 
as to be 
nearly in¬ 
compre¬ 
hensible. 

Verdi’s Act One prelude is 
heard in its entirety during the 
credits. It seems a perfectly ro¬ 
mantic lead in. But when Verdi’s 
frenzied party music launches the 
first scene, we’re not at a soiree 
where “Violetta” is going to take a 
tumble for “Alfredo.” We’re inex¬ 
plicably in the middle of a three- 
way, and the music has become 
contemporary electronics. True, 
the three boys linked in a chain of 
rimming are striking. The beauty 
of Verdi’s wondrous music has 
been traded in for the beauty of 
wondrous bodies. The ravishing 
cast is predominantly Italian, but 
includes Cuban, Norwegian, 
Russian and Hispanic men, each 
the epitome of his national type. 
This viewer was bedazzled by the 
harmoniously muscled contours 
of smooth and golden bodies, the 
handsome faces with chiseled fea¬ 



tures, and the severely topiaried or 
completely shaven groins from 
which curve upward an array of 
achingly hard, uncut, and, 
need we mention, 
large, cocks. This is 
what we expect from 
Kazan — nobody 
, else coddles us in 
such streams of 
warm, classically Ital- 
ianate beauty. 

But the 
affect this 
time is 
only mo¬ 
mentary. The men are so careful¬ 
ly posed in successive positions 
and activities that they are made 
faceless, their sex mechanical, and 
the scenes airless. Their orgasms 
arrive arbitrarily, as if the director 
yelled, ‘“Okay, now cum.” Which, 
indeed, occurs later on. It turns 
out we’re watching a scene being 
filmed for a porno version of La 
Traviata. Although the opera is 
frequently played in a three acts, I 
don’t recall anywhere in it a three- 
way. Perhaps these are the party- 
goers at Violetta’s ball. No expla¬ 
nation is given. My attention cer¬ 
tainly was caught by the rather as¬ 
tounding sight of Mario Perez’ 
heavy Cuban cock bobbing be¬ 
tween his legs as he’s banged by 
sleek David Havien, but I didn’t 
care for being jerked into the fuck 
sometime after its beginning by 
an abrupt edit. 


Seems the movie-within-the- 
movie’s Director can’t get over his 
unrequited lust for his star, the 
lovely Sasha Byazrov. He storms 
off the set, haunted by visions of 
Sasha freely giving his body {o 
others. Sasha’s haunting, alright, a 
regular Tadzio. 

Sculpted pecs & tattoos 

Next up is The Toast, known 
in Verdi as the “Brindisi.” The 
toastmaster lifts his glass to the 
two studs who are the only other 
people present, and then leaves. 
The studs get it on. They are the 
incomparable Max Veneziano, 
with plate-sized pectorals and 
sharp tattoos scything over meaty 
biceps, and powerful Eric Flow¬ 
ers, with square-jawed face atop a 
granitic physique. Soon after, 
stunningly handsome Mathias 
Vannelli comforts boyish Ricky 
Martinez after he’s suffered an 
abusive audition for the distract¬ 
ed Director. Would you believe 
that at the very brink of Vannelli’s 
orgasm, Kazan cuts to The Direc¬ 
tor moping on a storm swept 
street? Returning to the action, 
we find the couple midway 
through another activity. This is 
typical of Kazan’s sense of narra¬ 
tive structure, shaping of sex 
scenes, and general editing clum¬ 
siness, which also mars the fi¬ 
nale’s star turn. While filming his 
unobtainable inamorata in a sex 
scene, The Director imagines 
himself in Sasha’s arms, thrusting 
into his ass, and then on the re¬ 
ceiving end of his dick. Unlike the 
previous bottoms, Sasha is facial¬ 
ly and vocally responsive, and is 
rewarded by being allowed to de¬ 
liver the only insertion shot in the 
entire movie (!). Yet the passion¬ 
less tableaus of Kazan’s staging 
render even this a somewhat un¬ 
involving fuck. 

The passions of La Traviata 
aren’t found in this movie, which 
squeaks by merely on its model’s 
looks. I’m a slave for beauty, baby, 
but Backstage broke the chains. ▼

are sort of played out. You know, 
every gay boy has some fantasy 
that his father is also gay. It’s an 
Oedipal thing.” 

Taking a deep breath, he con¬ 
tinues: “It was an intentional idea 
to start with scary situations like 
that and magnify them so they 
take on an operatic perspective, 
whence the desire to have Dianne 
play an opera diva. I guess it is re¬ 
ally stupid to say this, but it was 
influenced by The Brady Bunch. 
For me, the film’s about a group 
of kooky characters that, no mat¬ 
ter what happens, end up sort of 
forming a reconstituted family. 
It’s a family thing.” 

As for the dead shrink sce¬ 
nario? “I’ve actually been in 
Freudian analysis for 11 years,” he 
explains. “By the way, Dr. Rey does 
wonderfully well at gay film festi¬ 
vals. They’re great audiences, but I 
don’t feel so much more a gay di¬ 
rector than I guess I am an Amer¬ 
ican director or a Jewish director, 
or this or that.” 

Enter Oscar-winning Dianne 
Wiest, who’s dressed very glam¬ 
orously, as opposed to her drag 
queen outfits in the film. Laugh¬ 
ing hysterically, she purrs, “How 
wonderful! I guess they do look 
like drag queen outfits. I never 
thought about that, especially my 
cone-hat and muumuu. It was a 
blast putting on the clothing and 
running around the streets of 
Paris like that, nobody batting an 
eye.” 

This, by the way, is the second 
time in one year that Wiest plays 
the mother of a homosexual. The 
other was in the Emmy-nominat¬ 
ed Hallmark Hall of Fame pro¬ 
duction The Blackwater Lightship. 
How do the roles compare? 

“In Blackwater Lightship ,” 
Wiest notes, “this is a woman 
who’s been estranged from both 
her children. Her daughter and 
her son. The boy feels so es¬ 
tranged that he can’t, first of all, 
tell his mom he’s gay, and second¬ 
ly, that he has had AIDS for a 
number of years. Now he’s dying, 
and now he has to tell her.

Whereas Andrew’s 
movie is just this. There’s the un¬ 
derpinnings of this diva. I think I 
say at one point, ‘How could my 
boy not be gay with me as a moth¬ 
er?’ but it’s a farcical situation. It’s 
just madcap.” 


Society’s child 

Jane Birkin agrees. If you don’t 
recall, Birkin was the first actress 
to go full-frontal in a regular 
movie ( Blowup ) and one of the 
first singers to have a song in 
which she moans a lot banned by 
the Pope (“ Je T'aime ... Mot Non 
Plus ”). She also currently has a 
$5,000 pocketbook named after 
her. (See Sex and the City 
episode.) 

Recovering from a hangover, 
the lovely star notes, “I saw such 
lousy movies on the plane coming 
over here. I watched all four of 
them, and I wished that Dr. Rey 
had been on. Then you would 
have seen people grinning. You 
would have seen people being in¬ 
trigued and thinking, where’s all 
this going? Perhaps because it’s a 
screwball film, and it’s about mar¬ 
ginal people, of whom I’m a part. 

1 mean, I know that at my con¬ 
certs I see girls kissing each other, 
and boys holding each fondly. So I 
realize that the people who follow 
my concerts are often people who 
don’t find their place in society, 
quite the way that this film hasn’t 
found its place in society, which is 
why I like it.”

“I think they perhaps 
thought it was rather off to have 
these two girls in bed. I thought it 
was rather a pity, because the sta¬ 
ples in my stomach would have 
added a little something to the 
centerfold page. But those days 
were not the same. I expect we 
would be put in Playboy now. But 
in those days, no, no, no. 

“Back then, I longed to see 
what Brigitte Bardot really looked 
like, and very close-up. I was try¬ 
ing to find a fault.
